FELLOW FISHERMEN 
BACK UP HIS ALIBI 


Simpson, in His Questions, 
Hints Willie Stevens Has

Somerville, N. J., Nov. 20 (By A. P.). 
Henry Stevens and his feliows fishermen 
from La&vallette today told the jury 
trying the Hall-Mills case that the de- 
fendant was surf-casting on the beach 
at Lavallette the night Mrs. Eleanor R. 
Mills was slain with his brother-in-law, 
the Rev. Edward W. Hall. Henry Ste- 
vens is on trial with his sister, Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall, and brother, Wil- 
lie Stevens, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Mills. ° 

For three hours the defendant-wit- 
ness told his story, calmly and careful- 
ly. He declared that he never had 
heard of the slain woman before her 
death, knew nothing of any affair be- 
tween her and his brother-in-law and 
had not fired a pistol in 25 years, al- 
though he is an expert with a shotgun. 

Behind Stevens: came his neighbors. 
Mayor Enoch T. Van Camp, serving his 
third term as mayor of Lavallette, was 
supporting the Stevens alibi when 
court recessed over the week-end. Dur- 
ing the afternoon three other men, who 
were fishing on the beach the night of 
the double slaying, told of Stevens’ 
presence there. One, William H. Egar, 
Washington real estate man, said that 
he left Stevens in his home as late as 
10:20 o’clock the night of the killing. 


Courtroom Is Cleared. 


Mrs. Egar, the only woman witness 
of the day, succeeded in getting into 
the record over the objection of attor- 
neys and the court, a statement that 
Henry Stevens told her he was going 
to catch a big bluefish for her to 
bake. 

Late in the crowded court day, Jus- 
tice Charles W. Parker ordered, the 
wudience from the room and suspend- 
ed proceedings until the spectators 
could be shooed out by the court crier, 
John Bunn. The dismissal of the 
crowd followed the loudest of several 
ripples of suppressed laughter which 
had punctuated sharp exchanges be- 
tween the special prosecutor, Alexan- 
der Simpson, and defense counsel, 
principally, Clarence E. Case, a fellow 
State senate member with the prose- 
cutor. 

Henry Stevens mounted the witness 
stand soon after the fourteenth day oI! 
the trial was opened. He had sat 
throughout the long sessions, scarcely 


' moving in his seat and exchanging only 


a few words each day with his relatives 
about him. Little that has taken place 
in the courtroom seems to have escaped 
him. As he took his seat for the be- 
ginning of his €xamination, he seemed 
prepared for an experience that was 
new for a man who knows more about 
fishing tackle than court machinery. 
His composure did not desert him and 
a vigorous and searching cross-exami- 
nation did not bring a change in his 
story of nights and days of fishiny. 


Is 57th Birthday. 


The defendant, who opened his ‘testi- 
mony with the statement that he was 
testifying on his fifty-seventh birthday, 
began at the beginning, his birth at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., running through 
the years, he reached his retirement 
from active business, after employment 
over a period of years ‘by an arms and 
ammunition company. His retirement 
was in 1920 and he explained that since 
then much of his time has been spent 
in pursuit of the elusive bluefish,

which she was forced to marry. 

“If Consuelo had her own way and 
had not been constantly under the 
strong will of-her faniily, her life would 
not be shattered as it is today. 

“Since childhood she had had _=her 
romance and had her family had more 
wisdom and less ambition, Consuelo 
might have gone a long way toward 
harmonizing public opinion toward so- 
ciety as the wife of a prominent jurist, 
as well as living the life that would 
have brought her all that love and 
happiness can give.

Albert B. Fall, former Secretary of 
the Interior, and Edward L. Doheny, 
outstanding figures in the oil indus- 
try, will be tried on charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the government in 
Criminal Division No. 1, Justice 
Adolph A. Hoehling presiding. For 
the next six weeks or more develop- 
ments and disclosures in that court- 
room will be merged in the nation’s 
history and make up chapters for the 
reading of future generations. 

The American people either will learn 
that a former United States senator 
and Cabinet officer has been faithless 
to his trust and that one of the na- 
tion’s prominent citizens conspired 
with him for sordid gain, or the 
people will see both central figures in 
the drama vindicated and restored to 
full public confidence. The orderly 
processes of justice plus a jury of 
twelve laymen will decide. 

Did Albert B. Fall and Edward L. 
Doheny corruptly conspire in 1921 to 
defraud the United States out of 
some 30,000 acres of rich oil land on 
the government’s naval reserve No. 1 
in California? | 

This is the question which the jury 
will be called on to answer. 


Both Claim Advantage in Judge. 


The government’s special counsel, 
former Senator Atlee Pomerene, of 
Ohio, and Owen J. Roberts, of Phila- 
delphia, gay they did‘so conspire and 
that the evidence will pfove it. In- 
vestigation by a committee of the 
United States Senate disclosed facts 
Which, according to the government, 
make an unchallengable case. The 
contracts for storage tanks at Pearl

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Former Justice M’Kenna

Former Justice Joseph McKenna, 
who retired from the United States 
Supreme Court January 5, 1925, died 
at 1:45 o'clock this morning in his 
apartment at the Connecticut, 1150 
Connecticut avenue northwest. He 
was 83 years of age. 

The distinguished jurist’s son and 
his three daughters were at his bedside 
when the end came. They are Mrs. 
Pitts Duffield, Mrs. Edward Alsop, Mrs. 
Davenport Brown and Frank B. Mc- 
Kenna. 

Mr. McKenna, who had served as At- 
torney General of the United States be- 
fore he was appointed to the Supreme 
Court by President McKinley, had been

Mr. McKenna, was born August 10, 
1843, in Philadelphia, the son of John 
and Mary McKenna.

The family moved to 
California in 1855 and young McKenna 
entered St. Augustine college and. be- 
gan the study of law. He was admit- 
ted to the California bar in 1865. He 
enjoyed the unique distinction of be-4 
ing elected district attorney of Solano 
county, the same year.

Hurling himselffrom the north win- 
dow of the Washington monument a 
few seconds after the elevator made its

“Congress at the last session author- 
ized purchase of the site, and in this 
year’s budgetary estimates we have an 
item of.$10,000 for purchase of thé 
land. We surely need 4 new garbage 
plant, but there are other things of

There will be, of course, a number 
of cross currents.at work while the 
House and Senate engage in the busi- 
ness of legislation and the pursuit of 
politics, but the overshadowing motive 
will be the conflict between the 
“plunderbund,” seeking to divert the 
existing surplus into new channeis 
and those who wish either to apply 
the result of governmental savings to 
reduction of the debt or toward a 
modicum of tax relief. 

It fairly is evident from the words 
of returning members of Congress that 
the majority of the nation’s legisla- 
tors have at least one project designed 
to save the administration any diffi- 
culty in disposing of the surplus that 
will be in the hands of the Treasury at 
the close of the fiscal year. 

The greatest of these forces will be 
farm relief. The representatives of 
twelve States sat in St. Louis recently 
and listened attentively while Smith 
W. Brookhart, senator-elect from Iowa, 
advanced a suggestion for the creation 
of a Federal farm board with a fund 
of $1,500,000,000 to purchase and with- 
hold surplus crops. 


Indorse Lowden Program.

There is general hesitancy on 
the question of farm relief among those 
men wh6se constituencies lie only in 
part in agricultural sections.

| est stress before giving ground. If this 
rcomes from the farming sections, the 
‘ranks of those favoring farm relief will 
| be increased, but if the taxpayers show 
‘the stronger line-up the farmer may 
have to wait. 

The fact that a surplus exists, which 
now is paast the $300,000,000 mark, and 
_™may be even greater before the end of 
the fiscal year, is a factor that will not 
be overlooked in any decision that may 
be .made in Congress. The fact Presi- 
dent Coolidge and the Treasury are 
confident no such accumulation of ex- 
cess funds will be available in an-

SENATE INVESTIGATORS 
TO HEAR ALLEGATIONS 


City Railways Co. Gave Be- 
tween $250,000 and $750,- 
000, Missive Says. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Charges of fraud and corruption in 
the recent general elections in Jack- 
son county, Miss., the home of Sena- 
tor James A. Reed, Democrat, will be 
Placed before the senate campaign 
fund investigating committee when 
members arrive in the Capital for the 
short session of congress. 

Senator Reed is chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee which recently 


inquired into senatorial campaigns in 
various States. 

H. R. Walmsley, former Republican 
member of the Missouri legislature and 
@® resident of Kensas City, presented 
the charges in a letter received yester-'| 


day by Senator Norris, Republican, 
Nebr. Senator Norris, who is not a; 
member of the committee, transmitted | 
the letter to Senator McNary, Republi- | 
can, Oregon, the ranking committee 
member now in the capital, “for what- 
ever action the committee may deem 
proper.” 

Senator McNary said the letter would 
be presented to the committee after 
Senator Reed returns from Kansas 
City. 

Cites Precinct Figures. 


Walmsley charged expenditure of ex- 
cessive sums by the local Democratic 
organization in Kansas City and cited 
returns from various precincts which, 
he said, led him to the conclusion that 
election officials “did the voting.” He 
expressed the opinion that “an inves- 
tigation by disinterested investigators 
undoubtedly would disclose such 
facts.” 

“Common gossip,”’ the letter said in 
part, “is that the Kansas City Railway 
Co. gave the Democratic campaign 
fund, for use on election day in 
Kansas City, a sum variously estimated 
at between 6250,000 and $750,000.” 

In the tenth precinct of the First 
ward, the letter said, 413 ballots, the 
total cast, were marked identically, 362 
for the Democratic candidates and 50 
for the Republican.

BUT GRAND TOTAL GAINS 


(By the Associated Press.) 

An internal revenue bureau state- 
ment issued last night, showing gains 
in income-tax collections for the first 
four months of this fiscal year as hav- 
ing been offset by the loss in other mis- 
sellancous taxes, furnished new mate- 
rial for argument between the contend- 
ing forces in the tax fight now well 


under way, but is not expected to veer 
the rival leaders from their line of 
action. 

Democrats will continue to call for a 
straight-out tax revision, and the ad- 
ministration leaders will hold to their 
plan for a credit on next year's returns 
to absorb the Treasury surplus. 

Treasury officials farniliar with the 
ways of tax collecting do not expect the 
miscellaneous tax receipts to fall so 
far behind in the remainder of the 
fiscal year, believing most of the loss 
has resulted from repeal of the capital 
stock tax, which usuaiiy {s paid during 
this period. At the same time, they 
expect income taxes to incrense. 

The income coilections for October 
continved to show an increase over 
‘ast year’s receipts equal to the mar- 
sin of the earlier months of this fis- 
cal year, which led the adminisira- 
sion to propose a credit on next year’s 
payments. 

Total caliections for the month 
were $44,017,562, or -about $10,000,000 
above those for lest October. The 
collections for the first four months 
of the fiscal year were $56,600,000, or 
$118,667,000 more than a yoar ago. 
Miscellaneous tax receipts were $224,- 
030,369 or a loss of $118,772,000. 

For the first ten months of the 
calendar year all internal revenue 
collections totalled $2,294,870,887, a 
gain of ‘$141,647,000 over iast year, 
.eading to an estimate of a $300,000,- 
709 surplus.

local branches. 

Every morning he would leave his 
advertising offices and go to a hotel 
room, where he made up with an iron- 
gray wig and moustache. He then went 
to his brokerage office where he was 
known by employes as an astute busi- 
ness man.

During the past twelve years 
more than 862,000,000 has been raised 
among the Jews of America to alleviate 
the distress of these people, providing 
them not only with food and shelter 
but settling them on the soil and mak- 
ing them self-supporting. 

Thousa.\'s of war orphans have been 
fed and educated. Homes, hospitals 
and schools have been built and the 
relief work extended to 42 countries. 

Recent Russian famines and perse- 
cution have made emergency relief 
measures again imperative, according 
to observers abroad. The $25,000,000 
being raised this year will provide the 
joint distribution committee with an 
ample working fund to rehabilitate 
thousands of lives during the next 
three years. 

It is estimated that one-third of the 
Jews of the world today are not able 
under present conditions to take care

Counsel in Case. 


Former Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty, Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt, As- 
sistant Attorney General; Edward B.

In fact, all the adult 
members of Doheny’s family—his wife, 
his son, his son’s wife and himself— 
have been subpenaed as government 
witnesses.. Seldom in criminal trials 
has the defendant been summoned to 
appear in court as a witness for the 
prosecution, but it is admitted the pres- 
ent case will depart from many prece- 
dents. 


May Decline to Testify. 


Under the Constitution of the United 
States, Doheny may decline to testify. 
But he may not care to avail himself 
of his constitutional privilege. Under 
the laws of the District of Columbia, 
Doheny’s wife can not be compelled to 
testify although she has been sub- 
penaed as a government witness. It is 
optional with her whether she will or 
will not take the witness stand in a 
case involving her husband. But she 
may elect to do so. Under the law, 
she is a competent but not a com- 
pellable witness. 

When the civil case was being tried 
in Los Angeles, Pomerene called Mrs. 
Doheny to the witness stand. Under 
the California law, a wife cannot tes- 
tity to anything she learned from her 
husband without the husband’s con- 
sent. But when Mrs. Doheny took 
the- stand, Doheny rose in the court 
room and announced he freely con- 
sented that his wife testify to her 
knowledge of the loan he had made 
to Fall and to the fact that she had 
kept in her possession, at her hus- 
band’s request, part of the note given 
by Fall. Mrs. Doheny produced the 
part with the signature of Fall, which 
part had been missing. She had 
found it, she testified, in her safe 
deposit vault. 

Then the question arises as to 
whether Doheny’s son will take the 
witness stand and tell the story of 
the part he is understood to have 
played in transmitting. the 6100,000 
to Fall. In the first conspiracy in- 
dictment—which was quashed by 
Justice McCoy, Doheny’s son was 
named with his father and with Fall 


as a defendant. 


Uncertainties in Trial. 


There is pending on the file of the 
court an indictment against the Do- 
henys, father and son, charging them 
with bribery in connection with the 
loan to Fall. Does this give young 
Doheny 4 constitutional right to re- 
fuse to testify? When the govern- 
ment sought to compel young Do- 
heny to testify before the grand jury 
here, Justice Hitz upheld young 
Doheny’s constitutional right to re- 
fuse. In. the Los Angeles civil trial 
the same right was upheld. Now, 
for the third time, the government 
will seek to put young Doheny on the 
stand. He may refuse to tell his story 
or he may not. This is another of 
the uncertainties of the coming trial. 

And the question of whether Fal! 
will testify if Doheny does not, or 
vice versa, remains another mystery.

Against Increase on Reserve 
Made by Washington Gas 
Light Company. 


PROTECTION OF PUBLIC 
IS AIM OF COMMISSION 
Convincing Data Must Sup- 
port Request for Higher 
Rate, Bell Declares. 


The public utilities commission yes- 
terday voted to refuse sanction, for the 
present, of the increase of the rate of 


accumulation of depreciation reserve |° 


recently instituted by the Washington 
Gas Light Co. 

In taking this action the commission 
sought to forestall the laying of a 
foundation by the company for a re- 
newed attempt to obtain an increase 


in the rate charged consumers for 
as. ‘ 

. Some weeks ago the company com- 
plained of low rates and applied for a 
revaluation. of its physical property. 
The commission lacked funds to pur- 
sue what it deemed an efficient inves- 
tigation of valuation and asked Con- 
gress to pass a bill authorizing the 
commission to charge the cost of in- 
vestigation in behalf of the public 
against the company. This bill was 
not passed and the commission refused 
to call a valuation hearing. 


Cut Ralse in Half. 


Then the company increased its de- 
preciation reserve from 9 to 12 cents a 
1,000 feet of gas sold. The deprecia- 
tion rate was increased in 1920 from 
7 to 9 cents. At that time the com- 
pany asked for an increase to 11 cents, 
but the commission cut the proposed 
raise in half. 

The company now complains again 
that the rate of reserve will not cover 
depreciation... The commission, it is 
said, does not deny the allegation, but 
refuses to approve an increase without 
investigation. 

Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, chair- 
man of the commission, will write a 
letter this week notifying the company 
of the action of the commission and if 
the company still wishes to press the 
increase of reserve for depreciation, it 
will be expected to apply to the com- 
mission for permission, following which 
it will be called on to support its 
claims with convincing data. 


Depreciation Item of Cost. 


“The rate of depreciation is an item 
of operating cost,”’ said Col. Bell, “It 
affects the gas r more directly than 
is the case with any other utllity, be- 
cause it is based on the quantity of gas 
sold. To increase the reserve 3 cents 
a thousand feet will increase operating 
cost by exactly the same amount and 
would provide a direct basis for a de- 
mand by the company for permission 
to increase the price of gas to con- 
sumers. The commission will not per- 
mit this increase without knowing 
more about it.” 

Maj, W. E. R. Covell’s proposed regu- 
lation to require interstate motorbus 
companies to provide terminal facili- 
ties on private property was discussed 
by the commission and set down for 
public hearing December 15.

Soon after the Wright brothers con- 
ceived their idea of a successful heav- 
ier-than-air flying machine their funds 
were wholly consumed in experiments 
and neighbors and friends refused them 
support. Miss Wright then decided to 
hold on to her job as teacher in the 
Dayton school and she gave liberally 
of her salary to “keep the boys going.” 
After a hard day in the classroom she 
would spend most of the night sewing 
on large bolts of silk, cotton, canvas 
and other materials to make covering 
for the wings of the model gliders her 
brothers were testing. 

On every occasion since the famous 
flight at Kitty Hawk, N. C., when the 
Wright brothers have been honored 
for their achievement they have given 
public credit to their sister.

George Poe, Photographer 
and Cousin of Poet, Col- 
lapses on Field, 


TRAGEDY SEEN BY FEW 


George Edgar Allan Poe, third cousin 
of Edgar Allan Poe, America’s great 
poet, was stricken fatally by heart dis- 
ease yésterday afternoon while at the 
Army-Marine football game in the 
Catholic university stadium. 

Mr. Poe, a news photographer for 
Underwood & Underwood and living at 

‘1781 Twenty-first street northwest, was 


'“covering” the game when he was 
i\strickeh. He had snapped several pic- 
|turés ahd wae standing on the side 
lines when he collapsed unexpectedly. 

Army stretcher bearers carried Mr. 
Poe to an ambulance that was held in 
readiness for injured football players 
‘and he was then borne to Emeétgency 
hospital. There he was pronounced 
dead. 

Only a few persons saw Mr. Poe col- 
‘apse. Mrs. Coolidge, who had been 
photographed many time’ by Mr. Poe, 
was on the other side of the field and 
did not see the stretcher bearers carry- 
ing the stricken man away. 

Mr. Poe, who was 35 years old, is 
survived by his mother, Mrs, Margaret 
Amy Pve, the widow, Mrs. Anna 
Brawner Poe, and three sisters, “Miss 
Elizabeth Ellicott Poe and Mrs. Vylla 
Poe Wilson, both of The Washington 
ee editorial staff, and Mrs. George 
P. Hart. 

' He was born in Springfield, Mass., 
the gon of Prof. George and Margaret 
Amy Poe, and was educated in Hart- 
fofd High school. In .1902, Mr. Poe 
came to this city and entéred news- 
paper work. Later he became a news 
photographer and joined the staff of 

. V. Buck. During the world war he 
was business manager for the National 
Servicé school, a patriotic encampment 
for girls which was established here by 
his sisters.

WALL TO BE RAISED 
BETWEEN TWO PARTS 


Dr. Manning Sees Check on 
Danger of Congregations 
Being Sovietized. 


New York, Nov. 20 (By A. P.).—A 
church divided—but not against it- 


self—was .today offered by the rector 
and vestry of Trinity parish to the 
50,000 members of the Russian ortho- 
dox church in New York city, who have 
been “churchless’” since the eviction, 
by court order, of Metropolitan Platon 
from the cathedral at Ninety-seventh 
street east of Fifth avenue. 

The new church quartersa—in a very 
old building—will not be near the opu- 
lent Fifth avenue, as in the case of the 
cathedral, but in East Houston street, 
the heart of New York's “East Side.” 


Wall to Be Built. 


The Russians, whose spiritual head 
was forced out of the cathedral when 
proceedings were brought by a “Soviet 
Archbishop,” will occupy the divided 
half of the old St. Augustine’s chapel, 
rented to them by old Trinity, for $1 a 
year. 

A high wall, soundproof and thick, 
will separate the big church into two 
equal halves, and Russian services in 
quarters decorated by Russian artists, 
will be held on one side, while Episco- 
pal services are conducted on the other. 

Among the members of the Russian 
congregation are many of noble birth, 
such as Princes Gagarin and Obelinsky, 
the inventor Sikorsky, and the com- 
poser, Rachmaninoff. 

The Rev. Drs. W. C. Emhardt and 
Thomas Burgess, officers of the na- 
tional council of the Episcopal church, 
say the Russian cathedral off ¥#ifth 
avenue is “practically deserted and the 
church services unattended.” 


Archbishop Is Ignored. 


So far as they know not even one of 
the Russian parishes throughout the 
country has “shown the least inclina- 
tion to.acknowledge the soviet arch- 
bishop,” who is John Kedrovsky, an sap- 
pointee of the synod of the church in 
Russia organized under the soviet gov- 
ernment. 

“In providing a cathedral,” said 
Bishop William T. Manning, of New 
York, today, “Trinity parish has mani- 
fested the sympathy which the Episco- 
pal Church feels with the people of 
the Russian Church in this great mis- 
fortune which has befallen them, 

“From the standpoint of citizenship, 
as well as of religion, it would be a 
disaster for the Russian congregations 
throughout our land to be brought un- 
der the direction of the present soviet 
government, and thus become centers 
for the spread of communistic and 
atheistic propaganda.” 


Brother of Bolivian . 
Dictator to Depart 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

La Paz, Nov. 20.—Following the gen- 
eral hostility toward him and his sup- 
porters since his return to Bolivia, Vice 
President Abdon Saavedra, brother of 
the dictator and former President 
Saavedra, will voluntarily leave the 
country November 22. 

His machinations to make President 
Bernardo Siles a mere figurehead of 
his brother and President 
predecessor have caused such wide dis- 
approval that for weeks La Paz has 
been virtually a hornet’s nest, with 
daily meetings of protest and with the 
press and public pointing out that the 
resignation of the vice president is the 
best solution. His departure will end 
the present political unrest.

Gov. Ferguson Frees Wife of 
slayer Who Was Present at 
Time of Tragedy. 


SENTENCED TO 10 YEARS 


Austin, Tex., Nov. 20 (By A. P.).— 
Three women played the principal roles 
in a triangular drama of love, justice 
and mercy here today and when the 
curtain dropped one, who was seek- 
ing freedom from punishment for the 
death of a young man, received a full 
pardon. 

All of the women were mothers. One 
was Gov. Miriam A. Ferguson;. one 
was Mrs. Mattie Robertson, mother of 
the slain boy, who protested the par- 
dor., and the other one was Mrs. Frank 
Collier, wife of a former mayor of 
Wichita Falls, Tex. 

Mrs. Robertson’s son, Elsie Robert- 
son, was killed by Frank Collier on 
the streets of Wichita Falls after the 
youth had married Collier’s only 
daughter, Frances. The marriage was 
opposed by the Colliers. 

Collier, who fired the _ shots, re- 
ceived three years in the penitentiary, 
and his wife, who stood by while the 
boy was killed, received 10 years. It 
was charged that Mrs. Coliier had 
prompted the killing. The latter was 
to start her sentence within a few 
days. | 

Today the three women came to- 
gether. Mrs. Robertson, who is a widow, 
asked the governor not to listen to Mrs. 
Collier’s plea. “All' my happiness is 
gone,” she said. “They did not give 
him a chance. He was all I had and 
they took him away from me because 
he married their daughter.”’ 

The governor, in explaining her par- 
don, declared the State had proved Mrs. 
Collier’s husband had fired the shots 
that killed Robertson. 

“As strange as it may seem,” she said, 
“the State never even attempted to 
show that Mrs. Collier tried to shoot 
Robertson. The State then inflicts a 
verdict of murder on this unfortunate 
woman with a 10-year sentence in 
prison.”

The 24-cylinder enging is intended 
as a great step in powering big battle 
plenes, but according to engingsring 
ideal, of course, it wag in reality a step 
backward, since such an engine cgn- 
tains too many parts—they run into 
the thousands—and is too intricate and 
too likely to cease functioning when 
most needed because some minor part 
refuses duty. 

The United States army air service 
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is not yet awere officially of the fact, 
but after fourteen years of effort an 
American gas engine has been perfected 
which consumes only one-quarter of 
the fuel per horsepower per hour that 
a Liberty does, which roughly means a 
quarter pint. This new engine weighs 
only one pound to four horsepower, 
has only 66 parts and it is cylinderless. 
The time when this marvelous engine 
will enter the power arena is not far 
distant.

Like the new Cyclops, it will 
have a heavy and powerful hydraulic 
undercarriage and 12-inch truck tires 
to take up shocks and sustain its big 
burden in taking off and landing. It 
may carry as much as 5 or 6 tons of 
bombs besides @ large crew and its 
lof of fel and lubricating oil. 

Based on imminent developments 
these facts will give the layman some 
notion of the present trend in Ameri- 
can military aviation in order to make 
the upper airs safe for democracy and 
alien firma unsafe in case of ex- 
panding imiperialism, an economic ten- 
dency mot unguspected in parts of the 
world. 

The construction of the Cyclops is 
the ciilmination of @ series of efforts 
that begen in the early part of the 
world war. Even before the war there 
had been experiments in dropping high 
bxplonives, both in America and in 
Europe, but no specialized airplanes 
were constructed for the purpose.

Michigan’s victory, together with 
Iowa’s defeat by Northwestern, places 
the Wolverines and Purple in a tie for 
the Western conference championship. 
Neither has lost a big tent game, but 
both have been defeated. Michigan 
was beaten by the Navy and North- 
western by Notre Dame. These strug- 
gles, however, have no bearing on the 
conference standing. 

It was Bennie Oosterbaan, the alert 
Michigan end, who pulled the game out 
of the fire for Michigan in the final 

uarter. On an off-tackle drive, Wy- 

1, the Gopher back, fumbled and 
Oosterbaan gathered in the oval and 
ran 58 yards for a touchdown. Capt. 
Bennie Friedman kicked the goal which 
Soe the Wolverines the 1 point advan- 
e. 


Minnesota’s touchdown was the 
result of one of the finest marches 
seen on any gridiron by this writer 
this year. The Gophers took the 
ball on their own 35-yard line and 
by a splendid attack directed at 
the Michigan line off its tackles and 
around the ends took the ball to 
the Wolverine’s 6-inch line. 


Herb Joesting, who is a candidate for 
any man’s all-American team, then car- 
ried it over for a touchdown as the 
crowd went wild. Peplaw missed the 
goal kick from placement. This score 
was made in the second quarter when 
Minnesota faced a fairly strong west 
wind. 

How completely Michigan was out- 
played may be gathered from the fact 
that Minnesota made 19 first downs 
against 3 for Michigan. In the first 
half the Gophers made 12 first downs 
An- 
other defensive factor of Minnesota was 
that two of the Michigan first downs 
were made on forward passes and only 
one by use of straight football tactics. 

It was a heart-breaking game for 
Minnesota to lose and the play which 
cost the Gophers the game was par- 
tially excusable. 

On a backfield shift to the right cen- 
ter Mackinnon, of Minnesota, had been 
coachec' to pass the ball a little in ad- 
vance of the runner. On this par- 
ticular play the Gopher center led his 
back a little *oo far. In other words, , 
the oval was passed too far out in the 
direction of the play. Peplaw made a 
gallant effort to catch the ball by 
lunging for it. 


The oval rolled off his finger tips, 
and Oosterbaan, who had played a 
bang-up game all afternoon, gath- 
ered in the pigskin and raced for 
the touchdown which gave his~ 
team a victory and a tie for the 
Western conference championship. 


It was one of the toughest breaks 
seen in many a day against a team 
which showed its superiority in prac- 
tically every department of football all 
afternoon. At the time of the fumble, 
the Gophers had started another driv- 
ing march, and there is no telling what 
might have happened if Wydahl had 
not fumbled the poor pass from his 
center. 


After Michigan had forged to the 
front, Minnesota made herculean ef- 
forts to get back into the lead. Coach 
Spears, who placed a_e splendidly 
coached team on the gridiron, sent in 
innumerable substitutes *c swing the 
tide of victory in favor @m the Old 
Gold and Maroon, but the best efforts 
of the Gophers had been spent, and 
they were not equal to the task of 
gaining ground consistently by straight 
football or through the air. 

In tearing the Michigan line to 
pieces and circling the Michigan right 
end, Minnesota used the reverse play, 
made famous by Gen Warner when he 
coached the Carliste Indians and the 
University of Pittsburgh. 


' On a given signal the Gophers 
shifted to the right, and the play 
to all appearances started in that 
direction. Instead of going that 
way, the formation reversed, with 
guards acting as interferers, and 
went in the opposite direction. 
This play was aimed at Flora espe- 
cially, and large gains were made 
around the right side of the Wol- 
verine line. 


On this same sort of shift Peplaw, 
Wydahl and Barnhart drove off the 
Wolverine tackles for consistent gains.

Tunney Drifts From Gibson, 


After Rush 


of Old Friends 


Manager Now Has to Watch Papers to Learn 
His Fighter’s [ntentions—Negotiations 
With Promoter Fugazy Ominous.

OT only has Gene Tunney jag 

dulged in some defiant finger- 

snapping at Tex Rickard but he 
also seems to be wrenching himself 
loose from his sad, puzzled friend, Mr. 
Will Gibson, the manager who took 
charge of Gene when he was widely 
regarded as a very terrible fist fighter, 
and shooed htm into the champion- 
ship of the world without serious in- 
convenience. 

Mr. Gibson believes that he still is 
manager of the world champion, but he 
is beginning to apprehend that he will 
not be allowed to do any managing. 

As Mr. Gibson is very fond of man- 
aging world champions, this makes him 
quite unhappy and it grieves him furi- 
ously to ponder the axiom of the 
prize fight profession that all prize 
fighters are alike whether they come 
slouching into the business with their 
overalls stuffed into their boots or 
bedight in golfing bloomers, and that 
gratitude isn’t in them. 


When there was work to be done 
and some one had outpokered the 
late Harry Wills politico-pugilistic 
syndicate and the New York caulli- 
flower commission to obtain the 
championship match for Tunney, 
there was no doubt as to Mr. Gib- 
son’s status. He was the manager 
then and if Tunney had been el- 
bowed out of the opportunity Mr. 
Gibson would have collected the 
reproaches. 


But as soon as the match was made, 
Mr. Gibson began to notice a rush of 
old friends of Gene Tunney who just 
then discovered that they were old 
friends of Gene Tunney, to remind 
Gene of the old days at the parochial 
school and in the marine corps. 

The rush of old friends became even 
more pronounced after Tunney won 
that very peculiar sparring match in 
the rain at Philadelphia and now, less 
than two months after he made a 
champion of the fighter who was on 
the market for $5,000 delivered, a few 
years ago, Gibson has to read the 
newspapers to find out what his cham- 
pion’s intentions are. 

Gibson sat in his office Wednesday

afternoon discussing such matters as | 
a fight for his lightweight provider, Kid 
Kaplan, and the dramatic contents of 
Gene Tunney’s vaudeville sketch, while 
Tunney himself was conversing with 
Jack Fugazy, an ex-prize fighter now 
turned promoter, who is subject to 
grand ideas and believes he can outbid 
Rickard for Tunney’s next fight. 


It was not until the evening pa- 
pers came up that the champion’s 
manager knew anything about the 
negotiations between Tunney and 
Fugazy, which are unimportant, of 
course, except for the fact that 
they were kept secret from Mr. 
Gibson. 


Mr. Gibson noted the first rush of 
old friends of Gene Tunney with a feel- 
ing of restlessness but he was not seri- 
ously disquieted until he discovered 
that Gene had made a business ar- 
rangement with Dudley Field Malone, 
the Paris divorce lawyer, who entered 
the sport business last summer as man- 
ager of Trudy Eberle and let so much 
money escape him that C. C. Pyle pub- 
licly broke down and wept over the 
tragedy of it. 

For some reason Mr. Malone is not 
what you would call the lion of the 
hour in the sport business, and up to 
the time of his public avowal of his 
relationship with Mr. Malone Tunney’s 
worst critics would have hesitated to 
say that he was the sort of man who 
would pick up with Dudley Field Ma- 
lone. 


Mr. Gibson does not think it 
necessary for the champion firm to 
have relations with Mr. Malone, but 
the fact that the firm does have 
relations with him only shows how 
much Mr. Gibson has to say about 
managing Gene Tunney.

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FARM RELIEF VS. TAX RELIEF. 


The union of the corn and cotton forces 
in a demand for government relief prob- 
ably means the failure of the plan to re- 
turn the Treasury surplus to taxpayers. 

The granting of the corn-cotton de- 
mand will require an appropriation of at 
least $250,000,000. If the scheme is to 
be adopted there should be no lack of 
funds with which to make it effective. 
An allowance of $350,000,000 or $400,- 
000,000. would more surely accomplish 
what is desired than an allowance of 
$250,000,000. 


The Treasury surplus next June will be 
upward of $400,000,000, from present 
prospects. 


Congress can net adopt the agricultural. 
relief plan and ms pay back the surplus 
to taxpayers. Tax relief is based upon 
the assumption that Congress will not. 
make any extraordinary apprepriations 
at the approaching session: - President 
Coolidge has given repeated warning that 
he will oppose unnecessary and ex- 
travagant ap} _opriations. He has stated 
that tax relief depends upon adherence 
to a carefully prepared budget and a pro- 
gram of economy. 

The prospect of a fat surplus has en- 
couraged legislators to put forward at- 
tractive proposals for disposing of it. 
The river and harbor bill, the Boulder 
dam project, additional public buildings, 
payment of $100,000,000 to owners of 
German property seized during the war, 
and other large propositions will be forth- 
coming; but none of these will have the 
strong support that is concentrating 
behind the agricultural relief program. 

Middle West Republicans, many Demo- 
crats, and the Senate insurgents are ex- 
pected to combine in demanding passage 
of the farm relief measure. What com- 
bination can outvote them? The tax re- 
lief plan proposed by the administration 
is opposed not only by Democrats but by 
influential Republicans in..both houses. 
Tax relief is to be a political question be- 
tween the parties and a factional ques- 
tion in the Republican party. Apparently 
several Republicans in strong places in 
Congress are unwilling to see Mr. Cool- 
idge reap the credit for generous tax re- 
duction and thus increase his popularity. 

Senator Brookhart’s plan to filibuster 
for an extra session in case the farm re- 
lief measure should be sidetracked or de- 
feated this winter is given additional 
force by the action of the corn and cotton 
coalition at St. Louis. But a filibuster 
will hardly be necessary, because the 
- agricultural bloc can compel Congress to 
consider farm relief. | 

At present it seems. probable that the 
agricultural bloc will come into conflict 
with the movement for tax relief.. What 
will be Mr. Coolidge’s position? Will he 
oppose farm relief for the sake of push- 
ing through tax relief, or will he recog- 
nize the necessity of farm relief and re- 
luctantly abandon the hope of turning 
the Treasury surplus back to the tax- 
payers / ‘ 

--Much will depend upon the form and 
scope of the farm relief measure. If it 


should include a proposal to revise the. 


tariff downward on steel and other in- 
. dustrial products it will meet with stub- 
™ born resistance. The legislators who 
firmly believe that the protective tariff 


is the backbone of all prosperity, includ- 


ing agriculture, will fight any proposal

not promote any farm relief plan which 
contemplated tariff reduction on indus- 
trial products. This opposition by pro- 
tectionists, combined with the element 
that prefers tax relief to farm relief, 
might defeat the farm bloc, even if tax 
relief should also be defeated. 

No doubt efforts will be made to pro-. 
vide for both farm relief and tax relief. 
The chances of success in this direction 
are somewhat remote. If the farm bloc 
should develop strength enough to force 
its measure through it will hardly be 
content with an installment appropria- 
tion, but even if it should, the Treasury 
surplus would be mortgaged to farm re- 
lief, and there would be decided objec- 
tions to running the risk of incurring a 
deficit by granting tax relief also. 

Thus it appears that if taxpayers are 
to benefit by the Treasury surplus it will 
be only after a battle in Congress in 
which agriculture will be routed, with 
disastrous consequences: to the Republi- 
can party and the Coolidge administra- 
tion. 


QUICK-ACTION COURTS. 

No social order is so secure and no in- 
dustrial organization so strong that it 
can long endure injustice. In the United 
States the judicial system works well in 
the main. Theoretically justice is open 
to all. Constantly, however, one hears 
the complaint that justice is for the rich 
and not for the poor. This criticism, ac- 
cording to William Reynolds Vance, pro- 
fessor of law in the Yale law school and 
former dean of law at the University of 
Minnesota, is made with much show of 
reason. 

Prof. Vance goes farther than the 
average critic by suggesting three rem- 
edies for the situation. First, he feels 
that provision must be made for free and 
easily accessible legal advice to poor liti- 
gants who stand bewildered before the 
complexities of the law. Second, there 
should be set up a series of courts spe- 
cially organized for the summary disposi- 
tion of petty cases, which shall be at once 
open to all without fees or other costs, 
and so informal in procedure that a poor 
litigant could obtain relief without the 


-aid of an attorney by simply telling his” 


story to the judge. Thirdly, the proced- 
ure in these courts should be so summary 
that the relief granted would follow al- 
most immediately on complaint made. 
Adoption of such a scheme would in 
many respects be a material aid to the 
present cumbersome method of dispens- 
ing justice. The need of providing free 
legal advice to the poor litigant already 
has been recognized by-many local bar as- 
sociations, which have established legal 
consultation offices planned to function 
much the same as the local free medical 
clinic. Establishment of quick-action 
courts, however, is a new idea. Possibly 
such courts, if established, would be 
swept off their feet by a flood of unjusti- 
fied and petty complaints. They should, 
however, aid materially in lessening the 
present congestion of the important 
courts and would be well worth a-trial. 


SKYSCRAPERS AND TRAFFIC 


Thomas A. Edison’s criticism of sky- 
scrapers as the chief cause of traffic con- 
gestion is vigorously combated by Har- 
vey Wiley Corbett, former president of 
the Architectural League of New York. 
Mr. Corbett scores several telling points 
against the Wizard in discussing the rela- 
tion of the skyscraper to traffic. He in- 
sists that the automobile, and not the 
skyscraper, is responsible for traffic con- 
gestion in American streets, and that the 
skyscraper, by concentrating large num- 
bers of persons under one roof, with ele- 
vator connections, helps to relieve con- 
gestion in the streets. “Reducing the 
height of buildings would not relieve traf- 
fic,” says Mr. Corbett. “That would only 
eliminate personal contact and would 
cause a spread of interests over a greater 
area.” Then he refers to London: 


Although only a “four-story city,”’ 
London, without any skyscrapers at all, 
has the street traffic problem just as em- 
phatically as we have it in New York. 


Meeting the argument that “decentrali- 
zation” would relieve traffic congestion 
and make skyscrapers unnecessary, Mr. 
Corbett remarks: “Decentralization seems 
to me to be a fetish of the city planner, 
who always wants the other fellow to do 
the decentralization.” He cites the case 
of a 22-story skyscraper under construc- 
tion in a Pennsylvania town. The com- 
pany building it has many buildings scat- 


tered over the town, “with the result that . 
men doing business with the company are 


required to make needless use of the 
streets to get from one building to an- 
other. The new building will give verti- 
cal circulation and keep a great deal of

spaces, thus congesting traffic while the 
crowds are going to and from such build- 
ings. But Mr. Corbett meets this sug- 
gestion by showing that concerns affiliat- 
ed in business have a tendency to occupy 
the same building, where rapid elevator 
service expedites communication. Thus, 
while the building may contain thousands 
of individuals, they use the street only in 
going and coming, and do most of their 
business errands in elevators. 

“You can’t stop its growth,” concludes 
the New York architect. And with this 
clincher he ends the discussion. He is 
supported in this statement by the 
growth of all American cities, including 
Washington. But in this city the height 
of buildings is regulated by law, as it 
should be for the sake of the city’s sym- 
metrical appearance. Nevertheless, the 
tendency here as in all other cities is to 
push skyward to the limit, and the con- 
veniences provided by huge modern build- 
ings are eagerly utilized by business men 
who make a study of saving time. 

The task of handling the crowds that 
inhabit skyscrapers calls for a better me- 
dium than the automobile. It is waste- 
ful of space. A business man using a 
limousine in a crowded city street is occu- 
pying entirely too much territory. He 
should leave the car somewhere along 
the route and become a unit in a swiftly 
moving mass going directly to the ele- 
vator of his skyscraper, without using 
the street at all. New York has met the 
problem by employing the subway. Prob- 
ably a better method will be evolved. In 
the meantime it seems highly improbable 
that the advantages of the skyscraper 
will be discarded. 


AMERICA OUTCLASSED. 


With the ninth contest for the posses- 
sion of the Jacques Schneider interna- 
tional seaplane trophy now a matter of 
historical record, experts and others who 
take a keen interest in aviation and na- 
tional defense are asking what the United 
States intends te do, in the face of its 
crushing defeat. 

The speed of the Italian seaplanes came 
as a surprise to the builders of the Ameri- 
can machines. Apparently they felt fair- 
ly secure in the belief that Italy could not 
seriously menace America’s chances of 
winning in 1926 without a complete re- 
vision of their 1925 Italian racing designs 
and program. To do this, they believed, 
would require more time than was avail- 
able to the Italian airplane and engine 
builders. However, they failed to take 
into consideration a point of the utmost 
importance; namely, that Benito Musso- 
lini was head of the air ministry of Italy. 
He called the heads of Italy’s greatest 
airplane and engine plants together, and 
what he told them can be best judged by 
subsequent happenings. The man re- 
sponsible for the design of their racers 
got out of a sick bed and went to work. 
In less than six months they developed 
a plane, power plant, and racing team 
that has captured for Italy the most 
coveted trophy in the history of interna- 
tional racing. 

When Lieut. Doolittle, of the army 
air service, crossed tl.e finish line at Bal- 
timore last year 33 miles an hour faster 
than the British and 63 miles faster than 
the Italian entrant, he clinched for the 
United States the second of the three 
“legs’’ necessary to gain permanent pos- 
session of the Schneider cup. The race 
at Norfolk was America’s opportunity to 
make this country the permanent abode 
of the famous trophy, which has cost 
three lives and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars during the last year alone. But 
the navy apparently decided that it would 
have to take a chance with last year’s 
Pulitzer and Schneider race equipment. 
To get the most out of these machines, 
the authorities stream-lined the struc- 
ture and even tried the installation of a 
new high-powered geared engine in one 
of the ships, hoping this would materially 
increase the speed. This plane crashed 
in landing during the navigability tests 
the day before the race. ; 

The Schneider. race proved that aero- 
nautical engineering is developing much 
more rapidly abroad than in the United 
States. In the year Italy_increased the 
speed of its racing ships 77 miles an 
hour. The United States, in the grilling 
test, revealed a decrease of one mile an 
hour under last year’s performance. The 
ship on which the navy pinned its hopes 


was forced down by a failure of the fuel 


system on the last lap of the race. But 
even that plane never approached the 


“ ‘Phere seemed little difference in the 
skill of the pilots of the two teams: Even 


to the casual observer, however, it was , 
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‘apparent that the Americans were labor- 


ing under a heavy strain imposed by 
nervous last-minute readjustments of 
personnel and material. The Italians 
were as free from worry as if they were 
enjoying a picnic. 

From reliable sources it has been 
learned that Mussolini promised the Ital- 
ian firm of Macchi an order for 100 com- 
bat planes similar to their racing ships 
if they “brought home the bacon.” = If 
the Italian fighting planes are to have a 
performance but little inferior to that of 


their racers, the effect upon the Ameri- | 


can program for developing combat 
planes is bound to be interesting. . The 
navy entered one of its service fighting 
seaplanes in place of the plane wrecked 
by Lieut. Tomlinson. Maj. di Bernardi’s 
ship was 107 miles an hour faster than 
the Curtiss fightey flown by Lieut. Tom- 
linson. In combat, the planes of the 
United States would be as hopelessly out- 
classed as in racing. 

American designers and aeronautical 
manufacturers can learn many lessons 
from the Schneider cup race if they will 
face the facts. America has too long as- 
sumed a self-complacent attitude based 
upon the erroneous impression that its 
aeronautical equipment excelled that of 
other nations. The truth is that the 
United States is at the tail end of the 
procession of nations aspiring to effi-

WILL THE CHURCHES GAIN? 


Henry Ford suggests that the spiritual 
side of the five-day work week is vastly 
more important than the financial or ma- 
terial side. He contends that the 
churches will be the chief beneficiaries of 
the five-day plan. His argument is that 
on a six-day plan employes are so weary 
that they insist upon resting on the Sab- 
bath. The result is that the Sabbath has 


been given over to recreation or diver-- 


sion. Sunday has been sidetracked as a 
day of worship. He thinks that with one 
day less of work employes will be willing 
and glad to devote one day to religious 
observation of the Sabbath., =, 

If this works out as Mr. Ford hopes and 
doubtless expects, it will be a great boon 
to churches. But will it? The average 


workman, like other humans, likes as_ 


much leisure as possible and also as much 
pay as possible. When 
day, comes he will 
go after 
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ably be-no less weary on Saturday night | 


than before. The question is: Will the 
church lure him Sunday morning to any 
greater degree than before? ._ 

In Mr. Ford’s factories there are tens 
of thousands of employes. It will be very 
interesting to know how many more will 
attend church from now on than before 
the five-day innovation. Let us hope 
that Mr. Ford’s theory is correct. The 
churches need larger attendance.— 


LONG DISTANCE POWER. 


Addressing the New Jersey Public 
Utilities association in Atlantic City last 
Friday, Thomas N. McCarter, president 
of the Public Service Electric & Gas Co., 
made the prediction that power in- 
terconnection, popularly termed “super- 
power,” would be the next stride in the 
progress of the electric industry. The 
foundation of interconnection is 


operation between the industry and the 
communities served, and the aim is to 
prevent duplication of investment and 
to permit full utilization of the output of 
power stations over a wide range of ter- 
ritory. Power generation in communi- 
ties naturally unsuited for such work 
would be done away with. Full use would 
be made. of all natural resources 
wherever found, and the electricity thus 
generated at a minimum of expense 
would be conveyed to far distant points. 

Although Mr. McCarter made the 
statement only as a prediction, placing 
some indefinite time in the far future 
for the consummation at the dream, ac- 
tually on the same day in Boston it was 
being brought to life. .

up to date is staggering. It is not to be 
expected that the money needed can be 
obtained in one congressional appropri- 
ation. Meanwhile the situation is be- 
coming increasingly difficult because of 
the increase in land values. 

The park and planning commission now 
proposes that private parties shall take 
over lands appearing on the park plan 
as sites of future public recreation cen- 
ters, to be held for purchase at a later 
date by the commission at priges not in 
excess of present cost, plus taxes and a 
moderate rate of interest. It is not pos- 
sible, of course, to bind the government 
to purchase lands so acquired and held, 
but the individuals making such invest- 
ments would not lose, as the value of the 
lands is constantly increasing. The plan 
merely contemplates that the lands suit- 
able for parks should be kept available 
for purchase by the government at some 
future time, at prices which now prevail, 
plus interest, instead of having these 
lards pass into an ownership which 
would exact the full prices current at 
the time the government will be ready

No Houses for Rental. 


There have been practically no houses 
erected for renting during and since 
the war and therefore this phase of 
rental is practically off the market, it 
was pointed out. In connection with 
apartment houses, it is proper that an 
‘| owner should receive about 10 per cent 
gross on the value of a buiiding in or- 
der to make it profitable. Tracing the 
great development of apartment house 
building in Washington during the 
past ten years, Mr. wie declared it 
was evident that people considered this 
type of home a very attractive one and 
a splendid way of living. 

Because of the continued contact and

“The ry erative apartment owner 
can put in high class decorations and 
fixtures to suit his taste, knowing that 
he is enhancing the value of his own 
property instead of that of the land- 
lord,” the report points out. “The gen- 
eral appearance of a cooperative owned 
building is usually better than that of 
a rented building, as it is a community 
of homes.”

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leagues. Last week I stated the general 
trend in this country was to get away 
from fines and forfeitures and prem- 
iums by building and loan associations, 
but like most general rules, there are 
some notable exceptions. Those not- 
able exceptions are the States of Mas- 
sachusetts, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania. These States still adhere to the 
compulsory payment plan system to a 
greater or less degree and their ex- 
perience is that it has worked satis- 
factorily in those States. 

Massachusetts takes great pride in its 
conservative laws on building and loan 
associations and when you consider 
that Massachusetts is the fourth State 
in the United States in assets, it shows 
how satisfactorily their plan of opera- 
tion is adapted to that locality. While 
all of these States adhere to the plan 
of fines and forfeitures and premiums, 
their laws protect all members, both 
borrowing and investing and give them 
a fair and equitable share in the earn- 
ings of these associations. 


Business Not Standardized. 


At present these associations consist 
of separate and distinct financial units, 
each with a plan of its own, and the 
details of one association may be in- 
comprehensible to the members of an- 
other association. In short, the busi- 
ness is not standardized, especially 
among the terminating and serial as- 
sociations. This is not true of other 
financial institutions. The service that 
one bank renders to its community is 
essentially the service that any other 
bank renders to its community. 
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pany are to a large extent identical 
with those of another trust company. 
But membership in a building and loan 
association may and often does mean 
one thing in one State and something 
entirely different in another State. In- 
deed, wide differences may exist be- 
tween different communities of the 
same State. Similarly the rights and 
liabilities of a borrower from one asso- 
clation may be entirely different from 
the rights and liabilities of a borrower 
—i}from another association in the same

Legislation Aids Uniformity. 


The legislation of recent years, which 
has largely been shaped by the various 
leagues, shows a marked tendency to- 
ward more uniform methods. The 
State inspectors, by their official ex- 
aminations and by their system of 
State reports, are also bringing about 
a greater uniformity. Still it must be 
admitted that progress is not as rapid 
as might be desired. The process of 
standardization will probably be slow, 
but when it has been accomplished 
the most powerful agency for self-help 
that the wisdom of man has ever con- 
ceived will: have been. set in motion. 

Even with their present diversity the 
| building and loan associations of the 
United States may safely challenge 
‘comparison with any other financial 

institution that we have. They afford 

better returns on savings accounts 
than do the savings banks and trust 
| companies, paying’ from 5 te 6 and 
‘sometimes 7 per cent, while the banks

cent. They do more to build up their 
own communities than any other 
financial institution, lending their 
funds on mortgages of real estate in 
| their own locality, while other savings 
| institutions deal largely in bonds and 
| similar securities, often issued by en- 
| terprises lowated at a distance, thus 
| using the funds saved in one com- 
| munity to promote the business and 
'the interests of some othre com- 
munity. 


Installment Loans Safe. 


| ‘The associations have stood the 
|'storm and stress of 95 years of busi- 
| ness life with credit to themselves and 
| with profit to their patrons, and their 
|record in the more recent financial 
| panics of 1893 and 1907 is especially 
|creditable. The installment mortgage 
'on real estate not only is an unim- 
peachable security in point of safety 
but in times of financial stringency 
the installment payments bring in a 
certain, sure and steady income which 
enables the association to meet its de- 
mands for cash quite as well as other 
financial institutions can meet their 
demands. In this respect the install- 
ment mortgage has proved itself to be 
fully equal to the so-called liquid as- 
sets of the banks and trust companies. 
The savings and loan association stands 
closer to the common people than any 
other form of financial institution. It 
does not centralize wealth, promote 
trusts, nor create combinations in re- 
straint of trade. Its field is local and 
its mission is to the plain people. 

The building or savings and loan 
association plan is exceedingly simple; 
yet there are thousands of persons who 
imagine that it is involved. The av- 
erage citizen of our country is begin- 
ning to realize that the money paid 
| for rents shows no results and that it 
'is quite possible for him to pay for a 
|home with rent money and completely 
| own it in twelve years through our 
building and loan associations.

Berlin, Nov. 20 (By the A. P.).—An 
amazing story of how Gen. Erich 
Ludendorfk fled from Germany when 
the revolution impended in 1918, in 
the guise of a then recently deceased 
Finnish diplomat is told by Dr. Edward 
Hjelf, former Finnisn Minister to 
Berlin. 

Ludendorff, fearing for his life at 
the hands of revolutionists, quit the 
army and appealed through the for- 
eign office to Dr. Hjelf for protection. 
Dr. Hjelf said he obtained for the gen- 
eral a diplomatic passport in the name 
of Ernest Lindstrom, “counselior of the 
ministry.” He then prescribed that 
Ludendorff shave off his mustache and 
dress himseif in a smart business sult, 
felt hat and colored horn-rimmed 
glasses.

Described as Early Saint. 


Walter Dulaney Addison is described 
as one of the early saints of the Epis- 
copal Church in this country and one 
of the “most missionary-hearted of 
men.”” He was born in Annapolis in 
1769 and educated in England, return- 
ing five years later. There he was .re- 
ceived by a pleasure loving society, 
more brilliant than that of New York. 

According to Mr. Ripley, he unusual 
ly was fond of dancing, but finding 
that it and other social pleasures en- 
grossed too much of his time and 
thought, turned away from them ‘en- 
tirely and devoted himself to study. 

That Mr. Addison was an exception 
is proved by the fact that the clergy 
of the time were for the most part con- 
firmed pleasure lovers. 
Mr. Ripley, the clergy “sanctioned by 
their presence’ amusements of every 
nature. He quotes a prominent bishop 
as saying “‘the state of the Episcopal 
Church in Maryland was such as to ex- 
cite lamentation in every bosom,” fur- 
ther declaring that “the associates of 
profligate noblemen, men who loved 
good living better than good lives, were 
sent as ministers.” Therefore, from out 
of the silence of 100 years ago comes 
this fresh version of an oft-related 
story.

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FOOD FOR VERY YOUNG BABIES. 
OR those babies who cannot be 
breast fed for one reason or an- 
other, Richardson has a much 

simpler set of recipes than those in 

more or less general use. In his meth- 

ods, babies 15 days of age get a mix- 

ture of one-third milk and two-thirds 

water. This mixture is not often call- 
ed for, since the mother practically 

always breast feeds her baby for 15 

Even if the mother be- 

comes gravely ill and it is decided that 

she should not breast-feed, or if the 
mother dies, some other mother helps 
out for two or three weeks. 


Babies between 15 days and 3 months 
of age get a mixture of equal parts 
milk and water. For babies 3 to 6 
months of age he uses a mixture of 
two parts milk and one part water. 
Babies more than 6 months old get 
undiluted milk. Such dilutions would 
contain too much fat and too little 
sugar. Therefore, Richardson uses bot- 
tle milk from which the top two 
ounces has been recovered from each 
quart. The remainder is well shaken 
and then poured. This gets rid of the 
excess fat. To supply the deficient 
sugar he adds dextrimaltose.

If the baby weighs less than ten 
pounds, he adds from one-half tea- 
spoon to two level teaspoons of ‘the 
sugar to each pint of diluted milk, If 
the baby weighs over ten pounds he 
adds three level tablespoons of sugar 
to each pint of milk. 

Richardson advocates the use of 
boiled milk. After mixing the milk and 
water he heats it to a boil. After it 
has cooled slightly he adds the sugar. 
If this mixture causes the bowels to be 
too loose he decreases the percentage 
of sugar. Under those circumstances 
some other physicians would substitute 
&@ sugar which is less laxative than malt 
sugar. 

The title of Richardson’s book is 
“Simplified Motherhood.” In it he 
overturns many of the refinements in 
baby care, some of which are in fairly 
constant use. 


Of course, he emphasizes the very 
great advantage of breast feeding. That 
procedure takes first place in any pro- 
gram of simplifying motherhood. Noth- 
ing compares with it as a measure for 
promoting the comfort and ease of both 
the mother and the baby.

Survivor of three fires, the National theater is the living landmark 
of theatricals in Washington; destined to stand, perhaps, when 


around it. With the announcement that the United States government 
intends to place the new building for the Department of Justice over 
on the south side of the Avenue, between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets, Poli’s will eventually, if not now, go the way of the world. 
That will leave only two of the old-time theaters standing—the Belasco 
and the National. 

Once the Lafayette, the Belasco has had at least a change of name. 
With the exception of being known at intervals as either the Old, or 
the New, the National has always been the National. In a state of 
decadence, when roof-tree and pillars were on the point of falling at any 
severe shock, it Was the New National. Completely remodeled and re- 
built from cellar to gallery, it is now the Old National, or just the 
Nationa].

SOLDIERS AID 
ON PICTURE 


For the big battle scenes in ‘‘Michael 
Strogoff,” now showing at the Rialto, 
the producers were given every assist- 
ance of the Latvian government. Sev- 
eral regiments, commanded by Gen. 
Roschkevitch, were placed at the dis- 
posal of Director Tourjansky.

SLANG IN 
FIGHT PLAY 


Three-fourths of the success of “Is 
Zat So?” coming to the Belasco theater, 
is probably due to its slang. Imagine 
how dull the affair would be if the 
prize-fighter here spoke in the polite 
and urbane language of James J. Cor- 
bett, or if his violently picturesque 
manager talked in the manner of Tex 
Rickard giving a statement to the 
newspapers. 

The slang that quickens every sen- 
tence employed by the heroes of “Is 
Zat So?” is true dramatic language. 
That is to say, it is crisp, conelse, sim- 
ple and rare in dramatic dialogus, of 
being amusing in single words or 
phrases irrespective of the meaning of 
the complete sentences of which such 
words and phrases are a part. 

Some of George M. Cohan’s dialogue 
has had that characteristic of being in- 
teresting in flavor and vitality of sep- 
arate words and phrases, and there is 
a good deal of it, too, in the talk that 
Laurénce Stallings and Maxwell An- 
derson put into the mouths of the sol- 
diers in “What Price Glory.” 

All these authors from Cohan to 
Gleason and Taber of “Is Zat 80?” 
have understood the advantage of the 
force and slang that resides in the 
popular American speech. 

No people are quicker than Americans 
at inventing. vivid colloquialisms for 
things new or old, and there is a humor 
and directness about much of this 
street and sporting vernacular which 


may be called great. It was a great

Gift of Sculptor. 


H. K. Bush-Brown has just made a 
gift to the Smithsonian institution of 
several works and sketches of Henry 
K. Brown, the sculptor, who lived 
18614-1886. The sculptor was the uncle 
of Mr. Bush-Brown, who evidently has 
inherited his talent. 

There is a large bust of Gen. Win- 
field Scott, made in 1858. This is in 
plaster over life-size. Another bust of 
Col. Hawkins, of the Zouaves of 1866, is 
in colored plaster; a bust of William 
Cullen Bryant in marble done in 1850 
and a bronze Greco-Roman head of a 
girl with a sketch of the statue of 
Richard Stockton, gone of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
complete the collection. The statue of 
Stockton, made for the State of New 
Jersey, is now in the Capitol. - 

Henry Brown has been called the 
father of Américan sculpture, as he was 
the first to break away from the slavish 
copying of the antique and to use a 
more independent style and American 
subjects. He had a bronze-casting fac- 
tory in. coanection with his studio, 
where he did the first bronze casting 
in the country. The statue of Wash- 
ington in Union square, New York, 
was modeled by the sculptor and cast 
in his studio factory. 

S, h-Brown recently completed 
a bust of the sculptor, Henry K. Brown, 
for the Mall of Fame in New York. It 
is an excellent piece ofework, and there 
is finesse of modeling about the upper 
face and eyes which is especially ef- 
fective. It is to be set up as a me- 
morial in the artist section of the 
Hall of Fame. Henry Brown was the 
teacher of J. Quincy Ward Adams, th 
well known sculptor. 

Another excellent bust in the studio 
of Mr. Bush-Brown is that of Dr. Har- 
vey W. Wiley, which is a fine likeness.

Trade Is Not Always One 
of Dirty Drudgery.

Is there a plumber, a master, who 
does not want his boy, his son, to 
follow in his footsteps, to carry On 


his work? I hardly think so. Prac- 
tically every one I spoke to expressed 
a desire to take the boy into business 
as a partner when he became of age. 

From that night when the doctor 
patted him on the shoulder and said, 
“Congratulations, old rfian, it’s a boy, 
from that night on the plumber has 
been looking forward to the day when 
he can add “& Son” to the sign over 
his shop. For years he works to build 
up a business to hand over to his boy 
some day. That is his goal. 

He takes it for granted that the boy 
will want to be a plumber. He doesn't 
give a thought to the fact that the 
boy might want to be something else 
or that he should begin early to im- 
press upon the youngster the desire to 
follow his father’s trade. 

At last, when the lad reaches that 
age when he has a mind of his own 
and looks about to determine his 
life’s work, his father is bound to get 
a sudden shock. In this age of white 
collar jobs, comparatively few boys 
have entered their fathers’ shops. 

Why? 


What The Boy Thinks. 


Because, on the surface, some other 
work, some other position, attracts 
him. The boy thinks there is a greater 
future in that other work; at. least 
it is better than plumbing, he thinks, 
when he recalls how hard his father 
had to work to build up the little 
shop. 

But little does he know that in his 
quest for success he is passing up the 
greatest opportunity of them all—one 
that fed him all those years. Years 
later, he wakes up and realizes his mis- 
take. Especially so when he sees what 
a fine business some boyhood pal has 
simply because he went into his 
father’s trade. When he does wake up, 
when he finds the trade or work he 
chose in preference to plumbing is not 
what he thought, then it is too late! 
His father’s shop has passed into other 
hands or out of existence and his father 
has passed into the Great Beyond. It 
is too late; he must pay the penulty. 

Every father who believes in plumb- 
ing owes it to his son to point out the 
future in piumbing. 

The way is not by brute force, by 
compelling him to enter the _ trade 
against his wishes. No one makes a 
success at anything which he inwardly 
hates. 

The right way is by impressing in his 
mind the “father to son” and the 
“carry on” spirits, by pointing out that 
plumbing offers as much and ™ore 
than any other trade, and by polnting 
out the reward that awaits him if he 
follows in his father’s tootsteps. 


Obey Parents’ Whim. 


Some boys enter the trade becs.use 
they have been trained to obey their 
parents’ slightest whim. Others have 
been compelled. The boy who centers 
with full knowledge and. conviction 
that he wants to be a plumber because 
of the future ahead of him will achieve 
the greatest success. 

No father should fret and fume when 
his son says he wants to become ihis 
or that, anything but a dirty, old greasy 
plumber, Instead he should try to win 
him to his way of thinking. 

At the first opportunity he should 
impress upon him the “father to son” 
and the “carry on” spirit. Years ago 
boys were trained from childhood on 
to take up the tools of their father’s 
trade. When they were old enough 
they entered their father’s shop. When 
he died they stepped.in. They taught 
their boys to do the same thing. Father 
to son businesses through and through 
were they. 

Today many of our largest companies 
end successful businesses are the re- 
sult of the foundation laid by a 
father vears ago. That father took his 
boy into his business. When he passed 
on, the son carried on. Then the son’s 
son came into the firm and s0 on un- 
til even today the business is a father- 
to-son concern. Each son, the future 
head of the business, was trained to 
“carry on”’ the family business, to keep 
the family name alive in the world of 
business. Many,of our present-da 
corpcrations would not be what they / 
are if it were not for that practice. 
Each son had the “carry on” spirit in 
him. Others worked for gold, but these’ 
sons worked for their sons so that they 
_too may ‘“‘carry on.” 


Pay Is an Attraction. 


It was that spirit which made them 
grow larger and bigger and better 
with each succeeding generation. It 
will continue so until some son will 
fail to see the light, will fail to carry 
on; then the work of generations will 
pass out of the family into other 
hands.

Any boy who gets that spirit planted 
in him will not need urging to learn 
his father’s trade. There are so many 
evidences of it around him.

Most of them, I 
have found, are successful.

Plumbers Always in Demand. 


In the plumbing trades there is a 
demand for plumbers because boys are 
passing up the opportunity to learn the 
trade for “snap” jobs. The result is 
that the demand is larger than the 
supply and of course high wages are 
offered. 

Beyond a doubt, a boy can earn as 
much in plumbing as in the average 
job as a workman; as a boss his ability 
is the only limit to the amount he can 
earn. 

The plumber can point that out to 
his son and make him realize that by 
entering his dad's business he jumps 
into a going business that will some 
day be his. All he must do is to learn 
the trade and how to manage the busi- 
ness. He need not first learn the trade 
and then fight to establish himself in 
business. The business has already 
been established by his father. 

He will find advancement more rapid 
under his father’s care. His father 
takes an interest in him and will teach 
him many little things which he would 
not otherwise learn. His father has 
for him a successful shop that will 
continue to be successful if he grows 
up with and becomes.a part of it, in 
other words, if he trains himself for 
the day when he will have to paddle 
his Own canoe, and carry on the work 
of his father. 


Overalls Are Hated. 


Most boys would learn the trade if 
they could jump into a white collar 


job immediately instead of putting on 
the overalls first and learning the 
hows, whys and wherefores. That is 
what most of them object to—wearing 
the overalls. They say “Why work at 
something hard and dirty when you 
can get something easier.” There is a 
way around that argument. 

There isn’t a bright future in plumb- 
ing for the man who ts contented with 
wearing the overalls forever. The suc- 
cessful plumber is no longer a man in 
dirty overalls. But before any boy can 
hope to have a white collar job with a 
future in plumbing; he must learn the 
tricks of the trade so that he can in- 
struct the mem how to do the work, : 
so that he can tell if they are doing 
it correctly, and so that he knows 
what he is talking about. 

The boy who is to take his 
father’s place some day must know 
how to manage. After he has learned 
the trade, he will find the inside work 
as interesting as that of any other job. 
He will be required to know something 
of bookkeeping, selling and finance— 
the other big three sides of the game. 


DAMPNESS, NOT COLD, 
HITS ALASKAN FRUIT 


Apple and Other Trees, in 
Short Summer, Absorb 
Too Much Moisture. 


Anchorage, Alaska, Nov. 20 (By A. P.). 
From the standpoint of Alaska fruit 
growers, the old saw reads: It isn’t the 
cold, it’s the dampness. 

That is the conclusion of H. W. Al- 
berts, director of demonstration farms 
for Alaska. 


“The only thing standing in the way 
of successful apple growing,” he says, 
“is securing a region where the mois- 
ture conditions will permit the trees to 
harden. The cold is no barrier, but 
owing to the rapid growth during the 
long summer days, the wood does not 
have opportunity to harden, and, ab- 
sorbing an excess of moisture, is sub- 
ject to freeging. 

“We expect to overcome this by a 


ries peat of Alaska’s products.” Alaska 
grown vegetables, which attain great 
size and are especially free from‘ para- 
sites, have a wide sale on the Pacific 
coast.

Paris, Nov. 20 (By A. P.).—France has 
newspapers of three distinct types, with 
as malay different classes of readers. 
There are the newspapers of “in- 
formation” with little or no attempt at 
editorials and the molding of public 
opinion; newspapers of “opinion” or 
“combat dailies,” the editorial pages of; 
which are the center of interest and 
the printing of mews rather a secondary 
detail, and newspapers trying to com- 
bine both features. 

The “information” sheets, of which 
there are five in. Paris, all morning 
papers, are published generally an four 


or six pages, with an occasional 8-page 
issue. Subscriptions and sales in stands 
and on streets ate the principal source 
of revenue, with advertising bringing 
the least in returns. 

Local and domestic news fill four- 
fifths of the reading matter space in 
the “information” newspapers. Foreign 
news and especially American items are 
given very scant play. The sverage 
American newspaper in a good-sized 
city of the middie West prints more 
European news in one day than the 
“big five’ publish in a week. 


Sports Fully Covered. 


The few occasions when the French 
press gives a full and circumstantiated 
report of an American event generally 
have to do with sports. More cabled 
matter was filed direct from New York 
about the Lenglen-Mallory§ tennis 
match in 1921 than concerning the 
Washington, naval disarmament con- 
ference in the same year. 

Among local news politics leads. Seven, 
eight and nine column reports of pro- 
ceedings at the French chamber are 
rather common occurrences. A cabinet 
crisis always fills the front page. 

Periodically crop up the “affairs,” a 
political scandal, a sensational murder 
—crimes resulting from passions, love, 
hatred, jealousy—especially involving 
prominent persons, are given a tremen- 
dous display. Other news items are 
cut down to bare mention. 

Newspapers of “opinion” also 
known as “combat dailies,” where the 
editorial page is supreme, form the 
most important category of the French 
as far as number is concerned. Few of 
them publish sufficient news to pro- 
vide their readers with even & super- 
ficial idea of what is happening in the 
world or even in France. 


All Are Organs. 


These newspapers are all organs of 
political parties or groups. They would 
inevitably have to suspend publication 
if the subsidies received from  politi- 
clans ceased. 

‘Joint news and editorial newspapers 
are all evening or noon papers in con- 
trast to the other two categories pub- 
lished in the morning. 

Papers of this class wield a strong 
political influence. The Temps is a 
leader in this group and is recognized 
as reflecting the opinion of the gov- 
ernment. It has correspondents in 
nearly all European capitals and main- 
tains an excellent news service, par- 
ticularly on political affairs. 

Outside of the three great cate- 
gories, there are many other dailies 
with large circulations. . 

“Newspapers de luxe” or society 
sheets are classified separately. These 
newspapers pay particular attention to 
the doings of the “great and the near- 
great,” the aristocracy of lineage and 
the aristocracy of money. Sports, 
theaters and horse racing are respons- 
ible for the existence of eight papers. 


EVENING DRESS LESS 
REQUISITE IN PARIS 


Dinner Jacket Is Tolerated, 
Except on Certain 
Nights at Opera. 


Paris, Nov. 20 (By A. P.).—Before the 
war full evening dress was proper at 
all opening night performances at 
Paris theaters, but the advent of uni- 
forms got Frenchmen out of the habit: 
of dressing in the evening. Even now 
most of them will don swallowtails 
only when the presence of foyalty or 
the president of the republic is an- 
nounced. The rest of the time the 
dinner jacket is the limit,

One of the most prized gifts to the 
Georgetown university law school in 
years is that of an oil portrait of Mar- 
tin F. Morris, formerly an associate jus- 
tice of the District Court of Appeals 
and one of the founders of the law 
school, which was presented recently 
by members of his family. 

Few men have left so marked an im- 
print on Georgetown as Justice Morris, 
whose untiring zeal in its behalf dur- 
ing a period that extended nearly 20 
years, identified him as one of its most 
beloved alumni. A graduate of George- 


town college before the civil war, Jus- 
tice Morris was one of a group of Wash- 


(ington alumni who felt the need of a 


legal department in the university, and 
in 1876 succeeded in founding the pres- 
ent law school. 

Justice Morris was. one of the lead- 
ers of the Washington bar when he was 
appointed on the Court of Appeals 
when that tribunal was established in 
1893. Since that time, up to the death 
of Chief Justice Constantine J. Smyth 
& year ago, the Court of Appeals had 
always been represented on the law 
faculty at Georgetown. Justice J. A. 
Van Orsdel then was named to succeed 
him. Justice Morris was a member oi 
the first faculty of the school and con- 
tinued his lectures there until his re- 
tirement from the bench. Up to his 
death, some fifteen years ago, he was 
a valued advisor in all things connect- 
ed with the school.

UNPLEASANT RESULTS

Otherwise stated, 
acoustic synchronizing leads to the 
desired fidelity of reproduction.

AMPERE HOURS SHOW - 
CAPACITY OF BATTERY 


Give Time During Which In- 
strument Will Supply Cur- 
rent, Magazine Says. 


“Ampere hours,” the term which in- 
dicates the capacity of storage bat- 
teries, gives the product of a certain 
amount of current and the number of 
hours during which the battery will 
supply that current. 

A 60-hour battery, for instance, will 
deliver, theoretically, 60 amperes of 
current for one hour, or one ampere 
for 60 hours. Suppose you use three 
201-A tubes and one 112 tube in your 
set. Each 201-A draws 1-4 ampere of 
current, and the 112 takes 1-2 ampere; 
the total drawn is 1 1-4 amperes. Sixty 
divided by 1 1-4 is 48; so the “A” bat- 
tery should last 48 hours, theoretically, 
explains Radio News magazine. 

Suppose you use your set four hours 
each day; at the end of twelve days 
the battery would be run down. How- 
ever, it is not good policy to allow the 
battery to run out completely, for when 
it is only half discharged the voltage 
Starts to drop, and it is necessary to 
keep the voltage fairly constant. 

The time to recharge is dependent 
on the condition of the battery itself. 


It might be the sixth or seventh day. 


The easiest way to determine this time 
is to test the battery with a good 
hydrometer, which will accurately indi- 
cate the actual state of charge.

Made to Show Insides. 


A standard chassis, ail painted and 
lished, does not make a show chas- 
gig, for the show visitor wants to see 
inside every unit of the car.

Driving With Choke 


Wears Out Engine 


One of the greatest causes of en- 


| gine wear is driving with the “choke” 


out in cool weather. 

Investigation has shown that the 
flood of gasoline pumped into the cyl- 
inders is not ignited by the explosion 
and drains down the cylinder wal's 
into the crankcase and dilutes the oil.

A TENNIS STAR’S 
ADVICE,

There has been of late a renewed interest 
in tennis. Tennis matches, both amateur 
and professional, draw enthusiastic crowds. 
Courts in the heart of a city are in great 
demand and are always filled to capacity 


at the noon hour and after five by business 


men and women seeking fun and recreation. 
It would be difficult to outrank tennis 
as a winning sport for women in popularity 


and in health-building results. It develops 
endurance, speed, poise and grace. It gives 
strength, but not overdevelopment. 

Just before Suzanne Lenglen started on 
her present tour of this country, and on the 
day before her debut in New York, I ‘had 
the pleasure of having luncheon with her. 
She had come directly from her morning’s 
practice on the courts, and she was glort- 
ously alive and glowing with vitality. No 
stronger plea could have been made for. the 
benefits of tennis. 

Mademoiselle Lenglen is always fit, always 
in condition. Since ‘her sport calls into 
play all of the muscles of the whole body, 
she really needs no other form of exercise. 
But I asked her what she thought of daily 
setting-up exercises for the average woman. 

“Of course, they are a necessity,’’ she 
said. “I, too, take them—although I usually 
feel that my daily practice is enough and 
I am more apt to feel like having a good 
massage rather than more exercise. 

“The exercises that most girls need to 
keep in. trim are the ones that bring the 
abdominal muscles and the legs into play.” 

I felt sure that Mademoiselle Lenglen 
must have some individual ideag about ecer- 
tain definite exercises that would be very 
valuable to all of us, who doubtless lead 
more sedentary lives than she. So I asked 
her if she would describe in detail a half- 
dozen movements. She generously responded 
with the seven that I shall set down for 
you herewith. 

1, While lying 
the legs in the motion of riding a bicycle— 
at least twenty times in each direction. | 

(This, let me note with pride, is «hat 
same favorite exercise that I have so often 
suggested to you. There is nothing better 
for reducing the abdomien and making the 
legs shapely.) | 3 . 


2. Lie flat on the back in bed, and extend — 


the arms backward at the sides at an angle 
of about 45 degrees. The hands may grasp 
the bedstead so as to hold the upper part 
of the body steady. Then slowly, move the 
lower part of the body (from the hips) 
from one side to the other while counting 
twenty, ) , 

3. Lying face downward on the floor, 
rest the weight on the hands and toes. Then 
slowly raise the body from the floor, then 
lower it. Repeat five times. ar 

4. Stand erect and hold onto the back of 
a chair. Rise on the toes, then slowly bend 
the knees to a sitting position, and rise 


flat on the back, kick 


5. Stand erect and kick with one lek. 
Try to touch some object placed high enough 
to cause effort. Do the kick slowly and 
rhythmatically, in order to gain grace and 
poise. Repeat five times.with each leg. 

6. Place the hands on the hips and rotate 
the body in a circle at the hips, the feet 
remaining firm on the floor. Repeat for ten 
counts. Follow this with bending alternately 
forward and backward, the knees being 
straight and the feet still firm .on the floor. 

7. While rising on the right foot, swing 
the left leg. Then change quickly to rising 


on the left foot and swinging the right leg. 
. Repeat ten times. 


“Do you find that tennis develops your 
right arm out of proportion to the left?’ I 
asked Mademoiselle Lénglen. i 

Bhe held out two smooth, rounded arms, 
to all appearances equally and perfectly 
formed. , } 

“Yes,”’ she confessed, “I am sure that 
my right forearm is more developed than 
the left one so far as muscle goes. But 
tennis doesn’t develop ugly, knotty muscles. 
And the size is not affected, because the 
more muscular arm is ‘trained down’ to 
make up for any slight fleshiness .of the 
left forearm.” 
It was inevitable that Igter we chanced 
on the subject of diet—so interesting to 
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every woman, Mademoiselle Lenglen smiled. 
We had had a good luncheon——-not heavy, 
but neither was it in any way austere.

CURIOSITIES IN SHOES 


Strange footwear from far places—the 
clogs of a Hindu priest pilgrim from the 
Ganges, the leather temple slippers of a wor- 
shiper at Santa Sophia mosque in Constan- 
tinople, the woven linden-bark sandals of a 
Russian peasant, make up a recent gift to the 
Smithsonian institution for exhibition in the 
National museum. The collection was made 
by the late Frank G. Carpenter and his daugh- 
er during 40 years of wandering over the 
‘earth, gathering material for his book on 
“How the World Is Clothed.”” The daughter, 
Mrs. W. C. Huntington, presented the foot- 
wear to the institution. 

‘Weird forms in strange materials. The 
clogs of the. Hindu priest are flat slabs of 
wood, shaped so as to resemble a flying dol- 
phin with tail thrown back. They are raised 
rom the ground by two sets of stilts and

That wofman will not be denied her fash- 
ions even though her material be poor is 
proved by the high heels of a pair of wooden 
shoes ‘“‘bought in the street called Straight” 
at Damascus. These have cloth tops, cut, with 
careful attention to form. 

The sandal type of footwear in the Car- 
penter collection is represented by a flat leath- 
or slab bound to the foot by a thong, worn 
by the Indians of Guatemala, by the Russian 
bark sandals and other. variations on the 
Same general form from various parts of the 
world. It is interesting to note the wide 
range of the same types of shoes. The most 
distinctive types seem to be the moccasins of 
the American Indians, and yet these have a 
relative in the Russian Tartar boot. 

Other curiosities in the 95 pairs that com- 
pose the collection are a Manchurian lady’s 
quilted shoe raised some 3 inches from the 
ground by a felt pedestal shaped like the 
pedestal of a trophy ship; a pure rubber shoe 
from a rubber plantation on the Amazon; an 
English schoolboy’s shoe with 2 pounds of 
iron hobnails on the soles, and an American 
lady’s toothpick shoes of the vintage of 1900. 

Ethnologically, the collection is a revela- 
tion of the prosperity, customs and tastes of 
many strange peoples. Romant 
tale of adventure.

| CAMERA HUNTER 


Always exciting, and sometimes dangerous, 
is the work of the photographer whose thrill 
it is to trick wild creatures into having their 
pictures taken. The inhabitants of forest 
and field, water and air, are less willing to 
face the camera than humans, and the men 
who make outdoor photography their pro- 


fession or hobby have to be more wily than 


their quarry. : 


Some of the secrets of these hunters, who 
find the camera more exciting than the gun, 
are revealed by William Nesbit, noted ama- 
teur photographer, whose experiences are de- 


seribed in the December issue of Popular 


Science Monthly. y 

Many of the best animal pictures are 
taken with flashlight snares. Flash lamps 
are connected with wires stretched across a 
trail or baited, so that when the animal takes 
the bait he fires the flash powder and takes 
his own ture. 

Any one can set this sort of trap and prob- 
ably ‘“‘catch” something right near his own 
home, says Mr. Nesbit, for more small ani- 
mals roam about at night than most of us 
know. Skunks, raccoons, opossums, rab-

Most of these animals fall for a cheese 
sandwich bait. Mr, Nesbit cuts small pieces 


from the sides of the cheese so that the

cheesecloth will be on the two outer sides 
when folded together. Then wire is wrapped 
around the sandwich, which is hung from 
an upright to protect it from mice. Some- 
times animals are lured into the 
“studio’’ by a bait line, leading in that direc- 
tion. <A trail of salt or vegetables is espe- 
cially enticing. For an artistic background 
for the animal to pose against as he nibbles 
the cheese sandwich, branches, ferns or rocks 
are arranged. ‘Then the camera is fixed, 
pointed toward the place the animal is ex- 
pected to occupy-—-12 feet away for a small 
animal, 20 for a large.

AMERICAN OBSERVATO 


LETED 


The observatory to measure the heat of 
the sun, established on the barren top of 
Moum Brukkaros, in Southwest Africa, by 
the National Geographic society in coopera- 
tion with the Smithsonian institution, has 
been completed and the American observers 
are moving in. Word to this effect has been 
received at the Smithsonian institution from 
the British public works office at Keetman- 
shoop, which built the observatory. 

Mr. A. Dryden, inspector of works under 
the government of Southwest Africa, with a 
corps of European and Hottentot laborers, has 
been at work on the observatory since Dr. 
Abbot, of the Smithsonian, picked the site 
last March. The isolated position of Mount 
Brukkaros in the midst of a desert, the diffi- 
culties of getting men and materials up its 
rocky slopes, the heat and the scarcity of 
water have put so many obstacles in the way 
of the work that only the cordial. cooperation 
of the British authorities could have made 
possible its completion so early. 

The natural cave originally selected by Dr. 
Abbot for the observatory proper had to be 
abandoned, due to the unsuitability of the 
mountain for tunneling. A second site suf- 
fered the same fate after several hundred 
tons of loose rock had been removed. The 
third try proved successful. The site is lo- 
cated on the topmost ridge of the mountain. 

To obtain water during the construction 
of the observatory the engineers had to sink 
it well under the site of a Keni waterfall. Two 


tanks excavated in the rocks with a capacity 
of 8,000 gallons each have been completed 
to catch the rare rainfall for the observers, 


but during the six months past not a drop. 


of rain has fallen. However, the ‘rainy 
season"? for Brukkaros occurs in February 
and March, when it is expected that a suffi- 
cient supply will be caught in the tanks to 
carry the observers through the long dry 
season. Until the rains come the Americans 
will have to haul their water supply up on 
the backs of four small donkeys. 

The postal authorities are eretting a spe- 
cial telephone wire connecting the observa- 
tory with the railway station at Tes, Over 
this wire the daily values*‘for’ the gun's heat 
will be telephoned to Keetmanshoop and 
thence cabled to America. 

For the observers a special house some 
distance below the observatory inside the 
mountain has been constructed, while on the 
plain at the foot of the mountain a garage 


will house the truck by which’ supplies will 


come to them from civilization, |

Hoover and Frederick Greeley, will probably. 


spend the next three years. They will have

Their Difficulties.

ESPITE his shattered health Wood- 
row Wilson never completely aban- 


doned the hope that he might again 
become the standard bearer of his 
party. 

Being human he loved the glory and power 
of the White House. In no circumstances 
would he permit his intimates to commit him 
to any other candidacy. And he confidently 
expected to dictate the paramount issues in 
the 1924 presidential campaign, which ex- 
plains much of the nervous anxiety that 
existed, until Wilson’s death, among Demo- 
cratic candidates and chieftains, particularly 
those practical folks who felt that the de- 
bacle of 1920 had provided a decent buria! 
for the League of Nations. 


When Wilson came home from Paris on 
the first trip in February, 1919, he mani- 
fested real concern over the grave after-war 
problems, political and industrial, that the 
country must face, He was interested in 
George L. Record’s government ownership 
and land theories, and it is part of the his- 
tory of the times that, despite the all-en- 
grossing peace program, he seriously talked 
over with Tumulty the possibility that Rec- 
ord might have the right solution for our 
domestic problems. Wilson was plainly 
anxious over the unrest of the workers every- 
where. 


But home problems were not for Wilson 
just then. His eves were in the “ends of the 
earth,’’.and he was battling for his fourteen 
points and the four supplementary articles, 
upon the basis of which the armistice was 
signed. They were a magnificent addition to 
his Utopia. They thrilled the world, espe- 
cially the weaker nations, because they is- 
sued from the most influential rulers. But 
in Paris he met quite his equals in the figures 
of Clemenceau and Lloyd George-——the latter 
having urged Wilson to come to Burope, 
knowing that if he could be got to confer in 
person trading would be sure to ensue. Wil- 
son traded many things in order to keep his 
League of Nations intact. But the trading 
ceased as soon as he returned to the old en- 
vironment of Washington, 

Wilson’s obsession for his own exclusive 
brand of an international conscience, and his 
failure to follow through with a definite post- 
war domestic progress, mired the Democracy. 
He had gone far politically, but had wrecked 
the party. 

Wilson as a Politician. 


Wilson, like Lincoln, was in many respects 
one of the best politicians of his time. But 
he was a Wilson politician. His was not 
party leadership, but party dictatorship. 
When he got ready he made a complete re- 
versal of policy without any thought of its 
effect on the party’s fortunes. 

Party chieftains were plainly worried at the 
‘disintegrating Democracy. But Wilson would 
not heed the rumblings. The confusion of 
his great emotions, his iron will, his human 
ambitions, and his historical studies produced 
a strange complex that frequently found 
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righteousness at war with itself. Surpassing 
all other honors he had ever coveted was 
that of setting up the glorious kind of world 
that was to come with his League of Nations. 

To the consternation of the leaders of De- 
mocracy, gathered for their annual Jackson 
day dinner at Washington, January 8, 1920, 
he sent a letter proposing as ‘‘the clear and 
single way out’’ that the league issue should 
be submitted to the people ‘‘to give the next 
election the form of a great and solemn 
referendum.’’ 

Bryan boldly. opposed the Wilson position, 
telling the Jackson day diners that “the im- 
portance of Article X has been very much 
magnified,”’ and urging that the treaty be 
ratified with such reservations as the Senate 
might suggest. Article X was Wilson’s per- 
sonal contribution to the League of Nations 
covenant. In public addresses and statements 
Bryan continued his course of criticism, al- 
though frequently praising Wileon as a man. 

The differences between Wilson and Bryan 
over the covenant became an issue in the 
Nebraska primaries to choose delegates to the 
Democratic national convention at San Fran- 
cisco. Bryan won, and as a delegate to the 
convention offered a League of Nations plank 
at variance with Wilson's position. He fought 
for it, futilely, without emotion, 

“You can not call me an enemy of Wood- 
row Wilson; it was my treaty plan he took 
to Paris,”’ Bryan declared in one of his ora- 
torical flights at the convention. ‘I have 
helped him to become immortal.”’ 


Off for San Francisco. 


On the eve of their departure for San 
Francisco several of the leading aspirants 
for the presidential nomination yisited Wil- 
son in his private apartments at the White 
House. None, however, was given any en- 
couragement, and it was the common belief 
that he confidently expected that the conven- 
tion might at least tender him a renomina- 
tion. 

There was never such party disaster. Wil- 
son’s doctrine of personal government and 
his increasing stubbornness in ignoring the 
cabinet had produced a great revulsion among 
the voters. He wage naturally irascible and 
subject to fits of bad temper. And he did 
many strange things. Soon after the San 
Francisco convention he summarily demanded 
the resignation of Postmaster General Burle- 
son, who had been most loyal. It required 
considerable strategy to get Wilson to recall 
the peremptory order for Burleson’s retire- 
ment. Up from somewhere within rose a 
jealous obstinacy which ruled him when it 
least ought to have done so. He could not 
help it. He was made like that. He did not, 
however, give any of his associates a chance 
to know just what he was brooding over. 

Three days after the election Bryan, in an 
interview at Chicago, made the startling sug- 
gestion that Wilson resign on condition that 
his successor, Vice President Marshall, agree 
to appoint the Republican President-elect, 
Warren G. Harding, as Secretary of State, 
and then himself resign, thus bringing Hard- 
ing at once into the presidential office, as the 
proper spirit of accepting the result of the 
‘“wreat and solemn referendum” for which 
Wilson had asked. Wilson paid no attention 
to the suggestion or the outcome. 
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After the repudiation of the Democrats 
and the League of Nations, Wilson, on March 
4, 1921, took up his residence in a luxurious 
home in §S street, where he quietly resided 
for his three remaining years. He had been 
in public life exactly ten years, the shortest 
public career of any President. Every other 
occupant of the White House had put in a 
long period of hard training, either in politi- 
cal jobs or the army. None had ever made 
the quick spectacular rise of Wilson. 


Considered the Senate, 


It was my privilege to spend an afternoon 
in October and another in December, 19 23- 
he died February 3, 1924——with Wilson at his 
Washington home. On the occasion of these 
visits he made clear his belief that the lib- 
erals of the world were looking to him to 
lead them. Whatever historians may do, 
there can never be a doubt of his own in- 
tense conviction that his place was to fight 
what he was fond of terming the spiritual 
battles of humanity and democracy. It was 
a passion with him. 

At the instance of Judge Charles F. Lynch, 
of the Federal bench, I had earlier suggest- 
ed that in view of his physical breakdown 
he might find an easy way to emerge from his 
retirement and give effectual voice to his 
ideas by standing for the United States Sen- 
ate from New Jersey-—not a particularly new 
thought. After his retirement from the 
Presidency John Quincy Adams was elected 
to the lower House of Congress, where for 
seventeen vears Re attracted attention and 
distinction by his fight against the slave- 
holders. Andrew Johnson, seven years after 
his retirement from the Presidency, was 
elected to the United States Senate from Ten- 
nessee in 1875-and served during one short 
session till his death in July of that year. 

We talked the senatorial situation over 
from all angles; the fact that Gov. Silzer did 
not want’ to run; the possibility that the in- 
dependent newspapers and State forces that 
had put over Wilson’s first political progress 
and stood by him in his later fights, would 
line up again; the chance that even the solid- 
ly entrenched party machine would accept 
him, 

Senator Frelinghuysen, piqued at his own 
defeat at the polls the previous year, had 
opened up a savage attack on his old Re- 
publican: colleague, Senator Edge, whom he 
was seeking to destroy, regardless, of the 
effect on the Republican party. The fac- 
tional split promised well for the chance of 
electing a Democratic senator. There had 
frequently been public discussion. of having 
men Who had served as President occupy 
places in the United States Senate so that 
the country might have full benefit of their 
ripe judgment. 

The idea at first struck his fancy, and at 
our meeting on October 23 he asked me to 
go to New York and canvass the ground with 
Norman Davis:‘and Bernard M. Baruch, who, 
he said, ‘are my present political advisers.” 

But while appearing ready to consider the 
Senate as a remotely possible outlet for lead- 
ership his thoughts seemed plainly elsewhere. 
He was bitter in his expressions of contempt 


for the Senate itself and at one point he said, 
with a flash of the old-time vigor: 

“There is only one place, you know, where 
[I could be sure of effectively asserting that 
leadership.”’ 

That was the nearest I ever heard’ him 
come to a declaration of candidacy. But, as 
was the case of 1920, his intimates knew 
that he had not given up all hope that the 
1924 convention might at least tender him 
a nomination. It igs always difficult for men 
who have attained great place to retire vol-

untarily. As Bacon put it, they are ‘‘im- 
patient of privateness even in age and sick- 
ness, which requires a shadow.”’ 

“IT am going to try and look at myself as 
though I did not exist,’’ he said, ‘‘to just con- 
sider the whole thing in an impersonal way. 
From the messages I get I realize that I am 
everywhere regarded as the foremost leader 


of the liberal thought of the world, and the 
hopes and aspirations of that liberal thought 
should find some better place of expression 
than in the Senate. There is only one place, 


you know, where JI could be sure of effec- 
tively asserting that leadership. 

“Outside the United States the Senate does 
not amount to a damn. And 
United States the Senate is mostly despised. 
They haven’t had a thought down there in 
50 years. 

“You know and I know that I have a tem- 
per, and if I was to go to the Senate I 
would get into a row with that old J-odge, 
who no longer counts for anything. 

“The Senate would hardly provide the 
place for liberal leadership that the world is 
seeking so badly. Think of the people of 
Poland and of Czechoslovakia and the other 
countries whose freedom we gave them-—-they 
know that they owe their very national! exist- 
ence to me, and they are looking to me to 
lead them! 


“When I think of that fine old fellow, Jan ° 


Smuts, for whom I have the greatest affec- 
tion, and the others of liberal tendencies who 
are looking to me, I feel that I should do 
my part. My present political advisers are 
Bernard Baruch and Norman Davis. I am 
going to ask you to see them in New York 
and talk the situation over and get the bene- 
fit of their views. Try and see them to- 
gether. Perhaps we can yet find some way 
out.’”’ 
No Temporizing Over League. 


During our conversation. Wilson \ repeat- 
edly emphasized his determination’ to pre- 
vent any temporizing with his league poli- 
cies. The 1924 Democratic candidate, he 
declared, would not bé agreed upon until 
the national convention was two or three 
days old. Meanwhile he expected to lay 
before the delegates a program of principles 
that would bring vindication at the polls. 
There was to be no backing down. 

It was impossible to pin him down to 
writing anything, however, Frequently he 
spoke of finding a way of assisting liberal 
thought, but aside from a remarkable radio 
speech in November he did nothing. 

We talked of many other things. When I 
entered the library he was seated in a big 
chair by the fireplace. He was most cordial 
in his words of welcome, but remarked 
sadly: 

‘I'm helpless, Kerney. This left side is 
zone.” a 

By him stood the ever-faithful Edith Boll- 
ing Galt Wilson, mistress of the home, whose 
life and activities for four years had been 
devoted to the incurable invalid. After the 
exchange of greetings, Mrs. Wilson retired 
and I took a seat beside the crushed form. 

Bruised atid faded, he was still clinging to 
his rainbow. There would be flashes of hope 
that the vision of freeing mankind from 
storms and sorrows would yet come true, 
then sad periods of dejection. The hair was 
thin and white, the jaw drooped. He mostly 
looked straight ahead, not directly at you. 
A twisted half-smile occasionally. softened 


inside the. 


lines carved deep by struggle and suffering. 
The pallor of long confinement was on the 
cheek. 

Gone was the upstanding figure that a 
dozen years earlier had so blithely and con- 
fidently met Smith, Nugent and me in the 
lovely old mansion at Princeton. Gone, too, 
was the simplicity of those happier times. The 
spacious rooms and formal furnishings of 
the S street house were in marked contrast 
with the cozy atmosphere of the Princeton 
home, 

His spirit appeared to be badly shot that 
October day. The morning newspapers had 
printed official denials of one of those peri- 
odic news-ticker rumors of his death. I think 
the visit of David Lloyd George on the pre- 
vious afternoon had been a bit of a dis- 
appointment, too. According to the former 
President, about all Lloyd George appeared 
to want to hear was a repetition of some .of 
the Himericks with which Wilson had regaled 
the FKuropean statesmen at Paris and Ver- 
sailles. 


Talked New Jersey Politics, 


We shifted the conversation to old times 
in New Jersey. His mood mellowed a bit. 
He smiled at the news that Nugent had again 
captured the Essex county Democratic organ- 
ization. 

“Nugent is a strange fellow, and while we 
had some powerful disagreements I always 
had a sneaking feeling of regard for him,’’ 
Wilson declared. He was likewise keenly 
interested in the fights that George Silzer 
as governor had béen making in New Jersey. 

When the time came for his afternoon auto- 
mobile ride I took my leave, assuring nim 
that I would go to New York at an early date 
and talk over the senatorship, as well as the 
situation in general with Baruch and Davis. 

“Tl hope God will bless you and your family 
With good health and every happiness,’’ he 
said, as we shook hands in parting. 

During the thirteen years since Wilson had 
come conspicuously into publie life I nad, 
from a friendly seat on the sidelines, been 
given an occasional glimpse of most of nis 
confidential advisers. I doubt if any of them 
ever had his complete confidence. It was not 
the Wilson way. At Princeton ke had been 
both the best loved and the worst hated mem- 
ber of the faculty. In his publi«c career it was 
the same. His supreme self-confidence was 
perhaps his biggest handicap as well as his 
most outstanding virtue. 


Suggested Tumulty for Senate. 


A few days later I received from him a 
letter dated October 30. 1923, suggesting 
Tumulty for the senatorship as a man ‘‘whose 
political training has been more varied than 
that of any other man I know,” and one who 
‘“‘would make some of the reactionary seva- 
tors sit up and take notice of the arrival of 
modern times and circumstances. 

Despite the unhappy estranrement Wi'son 
never lost his admiration for Fumulty’s pub- 
lic experience and service. Wilson likewise 
suggested Winthrop M. Daniels. 

November 1, 1923, the day after receipt of 
this letter, Baruch took me to the home of 
Davis in New York, where we spent several 
hours discussing the whole situation. The 
feeling of both men was that the former 
President would be merely hurrying his death 
by becoming a candidate for any office. That 
had been my own feeling as [ walked down 
town from the Wilson home in Washington. 
The suggestion of the names of Tumulty and 
Daniels was, of course, not practical. Neirher 
had lived in New Jersey for a decade. 

When I went back to see Wilson on Decem- 
ber 7 he was in better spirits. 

He felt that the reception that had been 
given his Armistice day radio speech showed 
the swing of the pendulum back in his direc- 
tion. And he did not hesitate to say so. When 
I reminded him that there was something 
of an international furore over -his radio 
reference to the “sinister. climax’ of France 
and Italy as having ‘‘made wastepaper of the 
treaty of Versailles,”’ he fired back, in a spir- 
ited voice: 


Would Like Germany to Beat France. 


“I would like to gee Germany clean up 
rance. 
and tell him that to his face.” 

The French tactics in the Ruhr had espe- 
cially aroused his contempt, and the remark 
was, of course, an expression of his disgusted 
attitude at what he then regarded as the 
French bad faith, ingratitude and avarice, in 
bbe of America’s generosity in winning the 
war. | 

When Marshal Foch made his triumphal 
tour of America in October and November, 
1921, Wilson had riot seen him..The former 
President was conveniently i}] on the day 
that Foch visited the § street house in Wash- 
ington, although he had been motoring the 
previous day and was able to be at Arlington 
for the burial of*the Unknown Soldier a few 
days later. —

December, None among them, he said, s1v® 
Louis Loucheur, had told him the truth. 5.40- 
ley Baldwin’s recent defeat was a good thing, 
not only for England, but for its effect on 
Poincare, ‘‘who is a bully,”’ he added. 

The death of Bonar Law had saddened Wil- 
son very much. He felt just then that the 
topsy-turvy world was never so hard driven 
for wise statesmen; statesmen not devoted to 
self or nation but to mankind. 

His Attitude Toward Engtand, 


Throughout his political \Wilsom

ods. At times he appeared to be as strongly 
pro-British as Page. At other times he was 
quite vehement in his denunciation of British 
intrigue. 

England, with its talent for high polities, 
with the cleverest diplomats never sleeping 
on the job, was then shrewdly maneuvering 
America out of the chance of being the 
strongest power in the world at the disarm- 
ament conference. But Wilson appeared to 
feel that somehow and in some way his own 
scheme for saving civilization would yet pre- 
vail and America 2 vould get proper recog- 
nition. 

But he had no faith in the existing Repub- 
lican regime. 


His Opinion of Coolidge and Hughes. 


‘“‘His master’s voice has spoken,’’ was hig 
breezy comment on President Coolidge’s m2s* 
sage to Congress of the previcus day, Th@ 
message did not Dreathe one human hope, h 
said. but it would insure the renomination af 
Coolidge by the business crowd. Qf the ad4 
ministration’s world court idea he said: 

“They don’t know where they’re drifting 
Hughes is at sea and they have no program,” 

The Republican stupidity, he declared, 
would give the Democrats their great chance, 
and he meant to see to it that there was no 
surrender to the ‘‘pocketbook brigade.”’ 

He was much disappointed at the enthusi- 
astic way so many leading Democrats ap< 
peared to be abandoning Tfiberal principles 
and ideals in what he termed their anxiety 
to get their income taxes reduced. 

He despised the traffic in prestige by those 
who had won the great prizes of governs 
mental office. Happily for him he passed on 
before learning that the oil revelations had 
involved members of his own official house- 
hold. There is no secret about the res«gft- 
ment he felt at the officials of his administra. 
tion who resigned before their time was out in 
order to earn big fees. His prestige was aot 
for sale in any market. 

It was an impossible task to pin him down 
to writing for publication. He did virtually 
none of it after he got into official life. There 
was a great deal of discussion between us on 
that last December afternoon regarding the 
method by which he was going to win adop- 
tion for his program for political rezenera- 
tion. But he reached no decision. When I 
suggested that it would be desirable for him 
to draft an article for some friendly maga- 
zine, to be followed by others, that might be 
broadcast through one of the newspaper 
syndicates, he replied: 

“The kind of writing you suggest for me is 
the particular kind in which I[ have had no. 
practice, and the kind least suited to what I 
believe to be my bes@ literary method. If 
shall have to find—-and no doubt I shall find 
-—Other means of assisting libbral thought.” 


Inquired About Harding's Death. 


“Do you think President Harding died of 
overwork?” he inquired at one turn in the 
conversation, and there was an approving nod 
of the Wilson head when I suggested that 
Presidents were ‘‘more apt to die of over- 
fretting.’’ 

He was much interested in a speech that I 
had heard. Alexander Meiklejohn, former 
president of Amherst, deliver at the Nassau 
club at Princeton, in which the faculty got 
some refreshingly frank views on the rela- 
tionship of alumni and trustees to educators. 
Wilson told me that Meiklejobn had come to 
see him and had talked over his hope of 
starting a genuinely independent and liberal 
college in America. 

“Why start a new one? Why not buy up 
one of the old ones? They're all for sale. 
Princeton was sold two or three times under _ 
my nose,’ was his reply to the Meiklejohn > 
suggestion, as Wilson related it to me.

peonies, and I wanted to find out how much 
this space and damage increased annually. 
For two years I made careful measurements, 
and it may surprise you when I say that dur- 
ing that time the shadow cast by the tree 
crept out on all sides exactly 17 inches. 

The point of my speaking of this now is 
simply to bring out the fact that the time of 
times to decide what pruning should be given 
to ornamental and shade trees is while they 
are s‘ill in full leaf. Only under such con- 
ditions can you be entirely sure of their con- 
tour, density, shade area and other points 
which bear directly on intelligent trimming 
operations. After the foliage falls it is far 
more difficult to be certain about these mat- 
ters. 

It won’t hurt the trees, either, to be prun- 
ed now, for they have matured. the season’s 
new growth and the sap has receded far 
enough toward the roots for their to be no 
serious ‘‘bleeding’’ from the cuts. Only in 
the case of very large limbs is it advisable to 
wait a few. more weeks, and even such major 
operations can be decided upon now while 


the changes resulting from them can be fairly 
foreseen. 

If you have any pruning.to do, Jimmy— 
and almost every one has at least once a yea 
—do it with the right tools, for your trees’ 
sake. Clean cuts can be made only with 
sharp, suitable implements, and anything ex- 
cept such workmanlike operations is likely to 
do more harm than good. 

For twigs and branches up to % inch di- 
ameter a pair of good pruning shears is ideal, 


‘while for larger cuts a saw is best. Wherever 


the latter is used, precede the main cut with 
a smaller upward one on the lower side of 
the branch so that, as the fibers are severed 
and the branch begins to sag, it will not rip 
off a strip of bark from the surviving stub. 
One other thing: slap a coat of heavy 
paint on every wound larger than 1 inch, to 
keep out decay until the bark has grown over 
the cut. Otherwise you may be opening the 
way to some mighty expensive trouble in the 
years to come.

To preserve and conserve all desirable American wild life, including birds, animals, flowers, trees and 
other living things; also the natural beauty spots and scenic wonders of all America, 
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Sultan, Charles Dickens’ Scapegrace Dog 


I should not include this dog in my series--- 


for there are many dogs whose life-stories are- 


more interesting to me—if it were not that 
his master was the immortal Charles Dickens, 
and if Dickens had not written and talked 
about him until the dog became famous from 
one end of England to another. 

Dickens loved dogs and never was without 
them. By the way, the dog he owned longest 
and loved best and wrote of most often was a 
little spaniel, born and raised in America and 
given to the novelist during Dickens’ first 
visit to this coumtry. He carried the spaniel 
back to England and kept him as a constant 
companion for many years. 

But the dog we are talking about today is 
Sultan, a hhuge Irish bloodhound (whatever 
an Irish bloodhound may be) which was 
given to Dickens by Percy Fitzgerald. Dick- 
ens was delighted with the big dog’s beauty 
and gigantic size. 

But the delight, at finst, was all on the nov- 
elist’s side. The bloodhound appeared to 
take no interest at all.in his illustrious new 
master nor to desire any better understand- 
ing with him. : 

“But Dickens was the more pleased with 
Bultan on this account. Indeed, he wrote to 
Fitzgerald concerning the dog: 

“He has a profound absence of interest in 
my individual opinion of him, which capti- 
vates me completely. But you will find a 
perfect understanding between us, I hope, by 
the time you come to visit me.’”’ 

Dickens’ prophecy was correct,. He was a 
born dog ttrainer. Within a few months Sul- 
tan was devoted to him. ‘There was indeed a 
‘nerfect understanding.’’ But Sultan did not 
bother to get upon terms of understanding 
with ‘the rest of the novelist’s family, nor with 
the neighbors. 

In fact, he seemed to have declared a lazily 
mischievous war on every one except his mas- 
ter, and this almost universal warfare was 
also waged against Dickens’ other pets, For 
example: 

Dickens had a blue-eyed kitten of which he 
was very fond, . Sultan did not like cats. 
Neither did he like the idea of his master’s 
having any other pets besides himself. So, 
one day when he was hungry, he settled for- 
ever the problem by seizing the kitten in 
his huge jaws and swallowing it at one 
mighty gulp. 

‘“‘He made me,”’ wrote Dickens, in telling 
of the tragic occurrence, ‘acquainted with the 
cireumstances by his agonies of remorse-—or 
indigestion.’’ 

‘Sultan had other dislikes besides cats. He 


detested the very sight of a soldier. England, - 


fn those days as now, was full of soldiers. 
They wore red coats at that time, and Sultan 
could see them from a mile down the road. 

Therefore, when a body of soldiers was to 


‘march past Dickens’ house at Gadshill, Sul-. 


tan was locked up. As an additional safe- 
guard, he was also muzzled. But even these 
precautions were not enough to ward off 
. trouble. 
One day a company of British infantry was 
marching past Gadshill, on the way to Ports- 
mouth barracks. At first sound of the fife and 
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Sultan did not like cats. 


drum Sultan flew into a rage and started for 
the highway. 

Dickens happened to be at home—nobody 
else could manage the immense brute—so he 
grabbed Sultan and muzzled him, then shut 
him in a downstairs room. After which the 
novelist strolled out to the gate to see the 


, soldiers go by. 


It was lucky he did so. For, a moment later; 
there was a sound of smashing glass. Sultan 
sprang through a window of the room in 
which he had been imprisoned, He sped 
across the lawn toward the redcoats. 

Before Dickens could stop him or even 
make him hear, the dog had plunged in 
among the marching men and hurled one of. 
‘them to the ground. Muzzled, as he was, 
Sultan was ravening at the fallen soldier’s 
throat when Dickens rushed into the scrim- 
mage and dragged him from his victim, 

By tips and diplomacy Dickens saved his 
dog from the consequences of this assault. 
A few days later two policemen appeared at 
Gadshill in the course of their hunt for a 
burglar who was supposed to be hiding in the 
neighborhood. . 

At sight of their’ uniforms—-which were 
blue and not red, but which seemed to asso- 


; 


ciate them in the dog’s mind with soldiers— 
Sultan charged down upon them. Nor could 


Dickens stop him except by main force. The 
novelist begged the police to gO away as 
quickly as they could, before his own hold 
on the frantic dog should slip. | 

They went, breathing furious threats at 
the uniform-hating bloodhound. But soon 
afterward Sultan fell into far worse than 
disgrace. In a fit of temper or of misplaced 
fun he flew at a little girl, the daughter of 
one of the Dickens’ servants. 

He bit her so murderously that Dickens 
decided the dog was a menace to the safety 
of the neighborhood and that Sultan must 
die. So next morning a queer procession of 
six men started forth from Gadshill to a 
spot in the woods. | 

One man trundled a wheelbarrow with a 
spade in it. Another carried a double-bar- 
reled gun. The four others came along to 
see the dog did not escape. Sultan seemed 
to regard it as a grand lark, until he hap- 
pened to notice the gun and the wheelbarrow, 

Then, somehow, he understood, for he 
turned as if to run for his life. But a shot 
through the heart stopped his flight. *

More Fatal Than Guns, 


There is still a wide divergence of opinion 
as to the cause of the periodic disappearance 
of that favorite game bird of the sportsmen 
—the ruffed grouse, commonly called part- 


ridge. Bird lovers who do not hunt will tell 
me that the cause is too much shooting. 
Hunters will tell me that vermin, as they -call 
hawks, owls, foxes and wildcats, are the 
cause. <A few will admit that they can not 
account for these disappearances save on the 
grounds of an epidemic of some sort. On 
the other hand, I have found those who laugh 
to scorn the idea that disease can have any- 
thing to do with it. All of which make the 
present investigation, being conducted un- 
der the auspices of the American Game Pro- 
tective association, most interesting. 

Dr. Arthur A. Allen, of Cornell university, 
to whose experiments in the rearing of ruf- 
fed grouse, and for whose splendid work in 
the present investigation we are greatly in- 
debted, has had an experience this last sum- 
mer which is at least suggestive of what may 
happen in the grouse covers. Dr. Allen suc- 
cessfully hatched in an incubator this spring 
35 grouse. These were raised in a brooder 
house free from contamination from poultry. 
In this way he avoided troubles which he has 
had in previous similar experiments when the 
birds succumbed to certain diseases to which 
poultry are susceptible. These 35 _ birds 
thrived until they were eight weeks old. 
Within little more than a week an epidemic 
carried off 33 of the 35. So far the only 
organism that the investigators have been 
able to discover is a fungus, but whether this 
is the causative organism, or whether it de- 
veloped secondarily in weakened or diseased 
tissue has not yet been determined. Now 
it may well be that similar epidemics occur 
among the wild birds. Such a happening 
would account for the condition in the covers 
which every hunter has experienced when 
young birds have been numerous in the 
opens but only old birds are found in the 
all. 


The Royalty of Game Birds. 


While the ruffed grouse is frequently 
called the “king of American game birds,” 
the true king is the noble bird of the Thanks- 
giving holidays—the wild turkey. It is so 
long since wild turkeys have roamed the for- 
est in most of our States that it is a bit dif- 
ficult to realize that this magnificent hird 
acually is a game bird. It once was widely 
distributed. Today its range is sadly re- 
stricted and is constantly becoming more so. 


' Whoever has seen the strutting of an old 


turkey gobbler will jnstantly admit his claim 
to royalty among American game birds. 


A Differencé in Method. 


I find comparatively few people who have 
observed how a squirrel carries her young 
from one place to another. It appears to he 
pretty generally assumeqd that because a kit- 
ten is carried by the nape of the neck the 
young of such animals as have occasion to 
remove their offspring from one point to dn- 
other are carried in the same manner. Oc. 
casionally I find some one who has really ob- 
served. One such observer is Mrs. Elsie B. 
Chaffee, of Connecticut. She has discovered 
for herself just how the squirrel does the 
trick, or at least almost how. . 


mere mention of the word 


“Once,” says she, “gray squirrels occu- 
pied an apple tree in our back. yard. I 
watched the mother coaxing a half-grown 
youngster to follow her to the woods. She 
fondled him; then she started down the 


tree and across the grass. The youngster 
followed to the ground, then ran back up 
the tree. This was repeated several times. 
Finally mother apparently grabbed him by 
the throat. . He curled his body and tail 
around her neck like a collar and away they 
went to the woods. . 

“This was not like the method employed 
by- Mrs. Woodchuck, whom I watched move 
her family from the woods to a hole in the 
house lot. Mrs. Chuck came down from the 
woods toting a youngster by the nape of the 
neck as a cat carries a kitten. She dropped 
him in a hole already prepared and started 
back for the woods. Turning, she discov- 
ered the baby was following. She picked 
him up, returned him to the hole, and once 
more started.’ There was the same result. 
Again she carried the baby back. Then she 
pulled a big mouthful of tender grass, which 
she dropped in after him. This time he re- 
mained. She was gone a long time. When 
she reappeared she had another baby. Then 
she went back for a third.” 

Mrs. Chaffee’s observations are most in- 
teresting, because the woodchuck is closely 
related to the squirrel family. While’ the 
squirrel she watched appeared to take her 
baby by the throat, the woodchuck employ- 
ed:the method of Tabby. As a matter of fact, 
Mother Squirrel did not take the baby by 
the throat. She seized him by the loose 
skin underneath and the youngster clung 
with his hind legs around her-.neck. Ob- 
viously a squirrel could not climb up or 
down a tree with a baby hanging from her 
mouth after the manner of a kitten being 
carried by the mother. Clever of Mother

Snakes Again. 


While innumerable people shudder at the 
‘‘snake,”’ 
is still a peculiar fascination in snake stories, 
and these stories are coming to me constantly. 
Among these are a number of instances re- 
garding the apparent bond between mates 
among these reptiles. Here is one from 
W. G. Humphrey, of Connecticut: 

“Some years ago,” says he, ‘a woman 
of my home town was berrying on the moun- 
tainside here. She came on a large snake, 
and, procuring stones, killed the ugly rep- 
tile. Wishing to show her victim to her 
family, she tied a noose around. its neck 
and dragged it down the mountain to the 
doorstep of her home. Entering, she invited 
the menfolk Sut to see her victim. On 
going out they found, not,only what she 
had brought home, but also a large, much- 
alive rattlesnake, which apparently had fol- 
lowed its dead mate the entire distance.”’ 

It is a very general belief that when a 
snake is killed its mate will seek it. This 
belie? is not confined to America. It is one 
of many beliefs, some of which have some 


there , 


slight foundation in fact, and some of whieh 
have none whatever. Listen to Mrs. Eva 
Betterly: 

“You say that the country belief that a 
milk snake will take milk from a cow is er- 
roneous. I have a neighbor who will tell you 
he has seen a snake climb the leg of a cow 
in a pasture and draw milk from one teat, 
that one being empty at milking time. At 
times the snake’ has caused considerable 
trouble, the cows coming in with bloody 
teats. Still another neighbor tells me that. 
although he has not seen a snake curled’ 
about the leg of a cow, he has had cows come 
in in a similar condition.”’ 

This is the sort of thing that makes a 
naturalist throw up his hands in despair. 
What can one say to people who think they 
have seen a thing like that? To them the’ 
simple fact that snakes show no liking for’ 
milk and that captive specimens can not be 
induced to drink milk unless suffering from 
great thirst is immaterial. Now here is 
something for these good people to explain: 
The milk snake when mature attains a length 
of around three feet and is rather slender., 
Raymond L. Ditmars, curator of reptiles of. 
the New York Zoological park and a leading’ 
authority on snakes, says: ‘A snake of this’ 
size could consume, if drinking its fill of 
water, a quantity equivalent to about two 
teaspoonfuls.”’ Certainly the snake could, 
hold no more milk than it could water. With 
this fact in mind, consider the absurdity of 
charging a snake with taking sufficient milk 
from a cow to cause the latter to be partially 
dry. The food of the milk snake is chiefly’ 
rats and mice and it is in quest of these that 
it seeks cowbarns and stables.

ing mountain’? in the United 
A States, is to have a voleanic ob- 
servatory. The United States geologi- 
cal survey has already taken steps to 
establish it, and Professor Thomas A. 
Jaggar has been appointed its director. 

Mount Lassen is in California, 209 
tiles north of San Francisco. Profes- 
cor Jaggar, for a number of years past, 
has been in charge of the observatory 
at the crater of Kilauea, on the island 
of Hawaii, and is a. famous volcanolo- 
gist. 

The government plans the establish- 
ment very soon of a third volcanic ob- 
servatory on the Alaskan peninsula, 
where many mountains continually 


vomit subterranean fires; and thus will 
be formed a triangle of such stdtions 
for the study of eruptive phenomena. 
Lassen Peak (as it is otherwise 
called) is a big mountain, its summit 
early two miles above sea level. Ordi- 
nartly. its eruptive activity is mild, 
amounting to nothing more than the 
discharge of clouds of vapor, with oc- 


casional rumblings. 

But in 1914 it broke loose; molten lava 
rose in the crater, overflowing the rim; huge 
‘volcanic bombs’’ (masses of rock) ‘were 


thrown out to distances of a half a mile or 
more; ashes drifted as far as twenty miles, 
and superheated vapors destroyed part of a 
forest together with a number of human 
babitations. 

It was the first volcanic eruption within 
the borders of the United States for nearly 
a century, and naturally excited a great deal 


of attention. The outbursts continued more 
or less intermittently for two years, with 


| re LASSEN, the only ‘‘burn- 
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much throwing of mud out of the crater, 
clouds of sulphurous steam and incidental 
local earthquakes. Then they died down, to 
be renewed with less violence in March, 1923. 


In the near neighborhood of Mount Las- 
sen are lakes of boiling mud. Ten miles to 
the northeast is a lesser volcano called the 
Cinder Cone, which resembles an enormous 
ash pile and which, according to traditions 
of the Indians of that region, marks the site 
of a tremendous eruption that occurred 206 
years or more ago, when smoke and cinders 
were belched forth in such quantities as to 
darken the sky. Apparently it was a series 
of eruptions, one of which dammed a stream

Pyrheliometer, pyranometer, bolometer— 
these are names which the Smithsonian in- 
stitution’s instruments for measuring solar 


radiation have made familiar to meteorolo- 
gists and astrophysicists around the world. 
The craftsman whose able hands have turned 
out all of these instruments is Andrew 
Kramer, who this month completes 34 years 
of service to the Smithsonian institution. 
In order to give material form to the con- 
ceptions of the institution’s astrophysicists 
Mr. Kramer has had to break many new 
trails in the handling of metals, ivory, amber, 
wood and other materials. He has cut down 


a brass tube to such thinness that it crumples » 


under its own weight like a piece of paper. 
He has cut a screw thread in a piece of ivory 
so fine as to be almost transparent. He bas 
cut a flat-bottomed screw thread on a cone- 
shaped metal as perfect as the ordinary 
cylindrical screw. sehr 

For such delicate and unprecedented work 
as Mr. Kramer does, no tools exist, so that 


nis first task in the building of a new instru- ~ 


ment is usually the manufacture of new 
tools. Consequently his workshop at the 
Smitheonian institution probably contains as 
large a collection of unique special devices 
as exist anywhere. 

“The most dificult instrument I have ever 
had to make,”’ says Mr. Kramer, “was the 
water-flow pyrheliometer, designed by Dr. 
CG. G. Abbot, assistant secretary of the Smith- 
sonian, for repeat ot gy measurements of 
the sun’s heat received at the face of the 


earth, It was for this that I made the ivory 
screw and pierced its threads with eight tiny 
holes, bored through from end to end.”’ 

Mr. Kramer ig constantly engaged in his 
spare moments on the manufacture of silver- 
disk pyrheliometers, also designed by Dr. Ab- 
bot, which have become the standard instru- 
ment for the world for measurement of the 
sun’s heat received at the face of the earth. 
At the present moment he has orders for 
these from Germany, from Switzerland, from 
India, besides a couple from the United 
States. Hach of these instruments requires 
three weeks of constant labor to build. 

Among the new instruments upon which 
Mr. Kramer is now engaged is one to enable 
Dr. Abbot to measure heat in different parts 
of the spectrum of the fainter stars. Three 
years ago at Mount Wilson Dr. Abbot meas- 
ured the radiation of ten of the brightest 
stars, but the apparatus he had with him

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Science's Study of America’s Active 
Volcanoes Expected to Reveal a 
Way of Foretelling. Just When 

They Will Burst Forth in Violent 

Eruptions and Also When 
Earthquakes Will Occur 


The fiery crater of the famous Kilauea on the island 
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of Hawaii where the government 


established several years ago the first of its proposed chain of observatories for the study 


According to 


that ran through fa narrow valley, thereby 
creating a lake in which the standing stumps 
of drowned trees may still be seen. 

Mount Lassen stands on an edge of one 

of the greatest ancient lava flows in the 
world which, thousands of feet thick in 
places, covered large parts of northern Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington and Idaho. On 
another edge of the same flow is the Yellow- 
stone park, where there. are still plentiful 
manifestations of volcanic activity in the 
shape of geysers, boiling springs, etc. 
* On the same flow; which presumably was a 
relatively quiet emission of vast quantities 
of molten rock from the earth’s bowels, are 
the huge volcanic cones, Mount Rainier, 
Mount Hood and Mount Shasta. Shasta and 
Rainier still emit sulphurous vapors and jets 
of steam, giving evidence that their interiors 
are hot, and that they are rather dormant 
than extinct. About the crater of the latter 
the ice melts so as to form large caverns in 
which climbers sometimes seek shelter. 

In former times, 100,000 years or more 
ago, all the Pacific coast from Lower Cali- 
fornia to Alaska was ablaze with volcanic 
fires. That they have not enfirely died out 
is manifest, and there is no certainty that 
they may not break forth again in spots. 
Mount Baker and Mount St. Helens, in 
Washington, were in yiolent eruption in 
1841 to 1843, 

At Mount Lassen, it will be the business of 
Professor Jaggar and his assistants to make 
careful observation of all kinds of volcanic 
phenomena, They will watch the doings in 
the crater, analyze the lava and vapors and 
measure temperatures. The observatory will 
be equipped with instruments of utmost 
delicacy for recording the tremors and tilt- 
ings of the ground, that always occur in con- 
nection with volcanic disturbances.

When the contemplated observatory on the . 


Alaskan peninsula is in operation it will be 
practicable to. correlate its records with those 
of Mount Lassen and Kilauea. By that means 
data of much scientific value may be obtain- 
ed. For one thing, it would be interesting to 
know whether there exists any ‘symnathy’’ 
of volcanic activity over the vast area cov. 
ered by the triangle. 


of volcanoes. 


A glance at the map will show that the 
Alaskan peninsula is a long tongye of land 
Which, extending in a westerly direction, is 
continued for a distance. of 500 miles by a 
string of islands that reaches nearly all the 
way to Asia. The peninsula has for its back- 
bone a lofty mountain range which, at its tip, 
drops, so to speak, into the sea, only its 
higher peaks rising out of the ocean to form 
the islands in question. 

Those peaks, called the Aleutian islands, 
ome of which rise a mile and a half above 
“ea level, are the tops of mighty volcanoes, 
ind many of them are still active. They are 
high points of the same ridge that forms the 
backbone of the peninsula. 

The latter has a number of active volcanoes 
of its own. One of them, Mount St. Augus- 
tine, at Cook’s inlet, was-formerly a perfect 
cone, but in 1883 it blew its head off, its 
flames illuminating the heavens at night for 
months, and now it has only a whens ‘aawtty 
with jagged edges to show where.its peak 
was torn away. 

From north of Cook’s inlet to the end of 
the Aleutian chain extends for 1,100 miles a 
path of fire. It is one of the most active of 
the world’s volcanic belts, with sixty-one vol- 
canoes constantly in more or less violent 
eruption. Unmiak island, near the western- 
most end of the string, alone has ten active 
craters. In the “nearby seas a new island 
pops upsevery now and then amid a tumult 
of flame and smoke. 


One of the greatest volcanic explosions in 
history occurred June 6, 1912, when Mount 
Katmai, not far to the.southwest of Cook’s 
inlet, blew its head off with a series of tre- 
mendous explosions that were heard at Junea, 
750 miles distant. 


Darkness black as midnight in the daytime 
enveloped a vast area, lasting for 60 hours 
at-Kadiak, 100 miles away. Ashes fell to a 
depth of 4% feet at distances of 15 miles, and 
in the Puget sound region, 1,500 miles away, 
clothes hung out to dry were destroyed by 
acid fumes. 


All vegetation over an immense extent of 
territory was wiped out, and bears, caribou, 


rabbits and other animals went blind. So. 


much of the sun’s heat was shut off by ash 
clouds floating in the upper atmosphere. that 
two very cold years all over the world fol- 
lowed. 

Exploring the mountainous divide along 
the Alaskan peninsula, in August, 1922, men 
of the geological survey came unexpectedly 
upon a giant crater, previously unknown, 150 
miles southwest of Katmai. It was evidently 
another mountain which at some time in the 
past had blown its head off. But the crater 
of Katmai today measures only about three 
miles across, whereas this one is 6% miles in 
diameter. It is by far the largest ‘‘explosive’’ 
crater in the world. 

It is a walled plain nearly 19. miles in cir- 
cumference and its floor, 30 square miles in 
area, is inclosed by almost vertical cliffs that 
rise to a height of 3,000 feet. In shape it is 
nearly circular and 2 square miles of the floor 
are covered by a lake, which proves to’ be the 
heretofore unknown source of the Aniakchak 
river flowing into the Pacific, the largest 
stream on the peninsula. Rising within the 
crater, it breaks through a narrow gash in 
the rim. 

But the most remarkable thing about this 
crater is its resemblance to craters on the 
moon. The typical lunar crater is exactly 


similar, a walled plain surrounded by near-. 


ly vertical cliffs and usually at or near its 
center one or more cone-shaped hills rise 
to a great height. These latter are supposed 
to be cinder cones formed by minor and rela- 
tively later eruptions. | 

Most interesting, therefore, is the fact 


that the crater of Anilakchak has just such 
a cone, an ash pile, 2,200 feet high, on its 
floor, whereby its likeness to a moon crater 
is made so perfect as to help importantly to 
strengthen the theory that the so-called cra- 
ters on the earth’s satellite really are of vol- 
canic origin. 

There are a good many things about vol- 
canoes which science is anxious to find out. 
One of the problems that Professor Jaggar 
has been trying to solve at Kilauea during 
recent years has to do with the ‘‘tides’’ of 
lava in that crater. 


The latter is in effect a gigantic pot, 1,500 
feet in diameter, containing a lake of liquid 
lava which continually boils and bubbles, 
sending up fountains of flame. But the coun- 
tents of the pot rise and fall at intervals, 
being sometimes hundreds of feet higher than 
at others. They are highest in late June and 
late December (the solstices), and lowest 
at the equinoxes; also they show fluctuations 
corresponding to the lunar months. 


Kilauea is not the main volcano on the 
island of Hawati, but is of surpassing in- 
terest because of the spectacular phenomena 
which it continually exhibits. It is really only 
a minor vent on the slope of the great doime- 
shaped mountain called Mauna Loa. When 
Loa breaks loose, as happens about once in 
every decade, its lavas are not thrown. out 
from the crater at its summit, but burst 
through fissures in its sides, forming streams 
of fire that zigzag in a leisurely way down 
to the sea. 


That was what happened only a few 
months ago, when a river of lava, starting 
from an elevation of a mile and a half, 
took four days to reach the seashore. There 
it wiped, out several villages, burying one 
of them beneath fifty feet of molten rock, and 
plunging into the ocean with a roar likened

to the exhausts of a thousand locomotives and 
set it literally boiling for miles around. Be- 
fore the flow stopped it had converted a large 


bay into dry land. 


The bubbling. pot of Kilauea is on the 
lope of Mauna Loa, 20 miles from the sum- 
mit of the latter (which is the largest vol- 
canic mountain in the world) and nearly 
two miles lower down. When Loa goes on 
the rampage, Kilauea, as might be expected, 
shows sympathy by increased activity, but 
their outbursts are not usually coincident. 

The location of the contemplated observa- 
tory on the Alaskan peninsula has not yet 
been determined. Its work will be done {fn 
cooperation with the stations at Kilauea and 
Mount under the direction of the 
(United States geological survey. The latter 
has recently taken over from the weather bu- 
reau the government’s studies of voleante 
and earthquake and the two 
branches of investigation will be carried on 
together.

It is believed that in time, with the acquis]- 
tion of greater knowledge, it will be possible 
with reasonable accuracy to predict earth- 
quakes and volcanic outbursts. As for the 
latter, some success in that line has already 
been achieved. 

Most notable was the case of the Sakura- 
jima volcano, in Japan, not very long ago. It 
had shown no symptoms of an outbreak for 
135 years, and occasional earthquakes were 
regarded with indifference by the inhabi- 
tants of the nearby city of Kagoshima. But 
volcanologists gave warning of coming trou- 
ble. and the Japanese ‘government forcibly 
removed 90,000 people to a place of safety. 

That was in 1914. Soon afterward the 
mountain broke loose with a deluge of lava, ; 
but the loss of life was practically nil. 

It was in 1902 that Mount Pelee, on the 
island.of Martinique, blew its head off, wip- 
ing out the town of St. Pierre with clouds 
of fire. American volcanologists gave warn- 
ing that another violent eruption would soon 
occur. Nevertheless, the local authorities per- 
mitted people to return to the .nelghboring | 
villages and, in consequence, more than 2,000 
lives were lost in the outburst of August 80. 

It is believed the systematic study of 
America’s volcanoes will enable science to 
predict their eruption and also occurrence of 
earthquakes as accurately as the weather bu- 
reau now does the wouiher. and evon further 
in ddvance., '

FINDS ORIGIN OF JAZZ 
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Modern dance music has been that ensem- 
ble of vibrating, fascinating jazz rhythm 
only since that comparatively recent time 
when the saxophone and banjo made their 
appearance as important features of a jazz 
orchestra, according to Henry O. Osgood, 
the author. 

“If the Pacific coast is looking for some- 
thing to balance the fame of that ornament 
of the Atlantic coast, Faneuil Hall, the 
Cradle of Liberty, it might christen the 
famous St. Francis Hotel (San Francisco) 
the Cradle of Jazz,’’ says Mr. Osgood. ‘The 
first complete modern jazz combination, in- 
cluding a saxophone, that I have been able 
to locate played there in 1914. Art Hick- 
man, who came East later and did much 
to arouse popular interest in the kind of 
music so well known on the coast, was its 
leader.’’ 


In spite of the fact that this was the first . 


appearance of the saxophone in a complete 
jazz orchestra, the saxophone is no youth. 
‘On the contrary,’’ says Mr, Osgood, “he is 
a lean and slippered pantaloon, only fourteen 
years short of a century old. He was born 
in 1840, into the brain of one Antoine Joseph 
Saxe, instrument maker of Belgium. 

“Saxe was experimenting with the idea 
of devising a clarinet with. a new acoustic 
system when he evolved the new hybrid, the 
saxophone, naming it after himself. In 1842 
he went to Paris, set up a shop and inter- 
ested foremost musicians of the day in his 
inventions, particularly Berlioz, the father of 
modern orchestration. a 

“As early as 1844 a long-forgotten com- 
poser named Kastner introduced a saxophone 
into his still-longer-forgotten opera, ‘Le Der- 
nier Roi de Juda;’ in 1845 the instrument 
was officially adopted for French military 
bands, and in military bands it stayed, wan- 


dering quietly and unobtrusively about, fill- 
ing in and enriching the harmonic back- 
ground until the jazz orchestra came along.. 
and yanked it out of its obscurity. 

“The saxophones are a large family. The- 
best example of the whole family living to- 
gether in harmonious concord is to be found 
in the famous Brown Brothers’ Sextet. Tom 
Brown, the leader, plays a genuine Saxe’ 
soprano instrument, with the trade-mark of- 
the original workshop engraved upon it and: 
a scarcity of keys compared to the eighteen 
or twenty of today.” 

The jazz orchestrator has been able to ealt: 
for and achieve many of his unusual and: 
extraordinary effects because of the virtuosf- 
ty of the players, Mr. Osgood goes on to ex- 
plain. The scope and power of each instru- 
ment has been developed to an astonishing « 
degree since the day when jazz was frst 
introduced. |

A great 
many are good and can sell themselves 
fairly well, but they will generally lack 
something, and if you figure out it’s 
ability. Well, Houdini never lacked 
ability. No person appearing on an 
American stage ever had any more 
license to be there than Harry Houdini. 
I played with Harry at Keith’s Phila- 
delphia over eighteen years ago for the 
first time. Il was roping at my pony 
on the stage and was billed to close the 
show (that is, go on last). Harry was 
just ahead with his handcuff tricks. It 
was late when he went on. He held 
that audience for one hour and a quar- 
ter. Not asoul moved. He would come 
out of his cabinet every fifteen or 
twenty minutes, perspiring, and kinder 
size up that crowd to see just about how 
they were standing it. 

Now, mind you, when he is in that 
cabinet there is not a thing going on. A 
whole Theater full are just waiting. The 
City Police had put these cuffs on him. 
Now, he had that something that no 
one can define that is generally just 
passed off under the heading of show- 
manship. But it was in reality, Sense, 
Shrewdness, Judgment, unmatched abil- 
ity, Intuition, Personality, and an un- 
canny knowledge of people. Say, when 
he had finished I just as well got on my 
little = Pony and rode back to the 
livery Stable as to have rode out on that 
stage.

The inclusion of the Marquis de Lafayette 
in this series of historical romances is thor- 
oughly justified by the fact that Lafayette 
always called himself an American and lie 
certainly was one in spirit. 

From earliest boyhood Lafayette had been 
a worshiper at the shrine of liberty. Ike was 
one of the earliest of his great race to pledge 
himself to the unending pursuit of freedom. 
His was a free spirit that could not be tied 
down by artificial bonds or chains. 

It was this inherent devotion 
that won the heartfelt affection of George 
Washington for Lafayette. The lonely heart 
of the great commander in chief who, child- 
less himself, found solace in the friendship 
for this French lad of tender years who had 
put sternly behind all that could make life 
dear to a man, family, friends and fortune, 
to align himself with the struggling patriots 
of the New World. 

Never was the spirit of America better 
exemplified than in the Frenchman who saw 
in the New World the shrine where weary 
liberty might find a lasting refuge. 

In writing to his wife of the reasons for 
joining the Americans Lafayette himself ex- 
plained the motives that actuated him. ‘'I 
but offer my services to that interesting re- 
public from motives of the purest kind, un- 
mixed with ambition or private views; her 
happiness and her glory are my only incen- 
tive to the task. I hope that for my sake you 
will become a good American, for that feel- 
ing is worthy of every noble heart. The hap- 
piness of America is intimately connected 
with the happiness of all mankind. She will 
become the safe and respected asylum of 
virtue, integrity, toleration, equality. and 
tranquil happiness.’”’ 

Some one has fittingly called Lafayette the 
“Knight of Liberty.’’ His chivalric soul well 
deserves the title. He stood vigil at the altar 
of freedom created by our forefathers on 
the virgin soil of a new land. Behind him 
were the honor, preferment and certain high 
places in his well-loved France. Before were 
peril—mayhap death, but also liberty, the 
darling of his spirit. 

Lafayette is unique in history as one of the 
few in history who really realized that true 
liberty is ever bound to law. 

The name of Lafayette has been a distin- 
guished one in France since the Fourteenth 
century. The men of that name had been 
gallant defenders ever of church and state, 
the women ever gracious, gentle and wise. 
They resided in the historic province of Au- 
vergne in southern France, where the family 
manor, the Chateau of Chavaniac, had been 
a grim, gray landmark for 600 years. 

The very spirit of independent old France 
breathed and lived in the air of Auvergne at 
the time Lafayette was born. Half castle, half 
farmhouse, the chateau was a splendid frame 
for the hardy little boy who was born there 
on September 6, 1757—a marquise in his own 
right from birth, because his brave young 
father, the first marquis—had fallen on the 
field of Hastenbeck in the army of the king. 

In the quaint little parish church next he 
was baptized and given a necklace of names— 
Marie-Joseph- Paul-Yves-Roch-Gilbert _Dumo- 
tier de Lafayette. He nigh choked over the 
multitude of them, but they are visible still— 
though faintly—on the parish register. 

To the genealogist of the day, the names 
spoke volumes of the noble house to which 
the infant was related. His plain, everyday 
mame was Gilbert Motier—the meat, as it 
were, of the collection. His proud young 
mother turned aside from her grief to rejoice 
that an heir had come to his father’s stricken 
house and to renew in her adoration for the 
‘ebiia the devotion she had felt for the hus-

While the young Lafayette was a lord he 
” land poor and his boyhood was marked 
extreme frugality, a lesson that was to 
him to endure the Supaakton of campaign 

i» F, r on in his distinguished career. 
_.\ * He was the man of the household, his 
| mother and aunts the objects of his protect 


ive love. All the chivalry in his nature was 
roused at an age when most boys are think- 
ing only of marbles and balls by the forlorn 
plight of his lonely young mother. 

Yet he was fond, likewise, of the society 
of men and boys and by no means effeminate. 
Little Gilbert has been described at this 
period as a “‘long-limbed, lean, lanky little 
chap, with a hook nose, red hair and. a re- 
treating forehead.’’ His eyes were bright and 
he was highly intelligent, a lad that thought 
out things for himself. 

From his earliest years Lafayette seems to 
have loved liberty and all her ways. History 


_Was his passion and he never tired of read- 


ing of the heroic struggles for freedom that 
had been made in all ages. 

The gallant boy, protector of his mother, 
early trained by circumstances in responsi- 
bility, had few companions in boyhood. It is 
ever thus. The great-minded are usually 
lonely as regards the companionship of their 
contemporaries. One need only recall the 
solitary Napoleon in his military school with 
his companions gathered apart from him, 
jeering at the strange and-to-be-great boy, or 
Shelley, whose weird, sullen nature won him 
not only solitude but actual insults—even 
stonings from his school fellows to realize 
the truth of this statement. Yet Lafayette 
was too friendly a soul not to win adherents 
to his cause, whatever it might be, even in 
childhood. The difference between him and 
other boys was not $0 great but that it could 
be bridged over at times in the simple games 
of the period and the festas or merrymakings 
with each hamlet of France found a safety 
valve for the prosaic round of the daily task 
and routine duties. 

When only 12 years of age Lafayette was 
sent to college in Paris—the College of Louis 
le Grand. It is noted of him that he was spe- 
cially gifted in Greek and Latin and a good 


student in all his courses. He was also fitted 


in the achievements of his high rank and 
was taught to handle his sword like a noble- 
man, dance delightfully and offer his arm, if 
needs be, to a lady in a gallant and satisfac- 
tory manner and pick up her fan without 
stumbling over his sword. It was the school 
of the boys of the Parisian ‘400.’ Through 
the-influence of rich relations he attracted 
the attention of the royal circle and his stud- 
ies were frequently interrupted by social pur- 
suits, although he was too fond of study to 
neglect his books long for the fascinations 
of a courtier. } 

Within a year or two of coming to Paris 
young Lafayette suffered one of the great 
griefs in his life in the death of his mother, 
the inspiration of his days to this period. 
When his grandfather died soon after, he 
became possessed of great wealth and it was 
entirely at his own control. There is no won- 
der that he was soon surrounded by a crowd 
of fawning flatterers. 

But there were a few who really cared 
for him and the project was launched for 
marrying the boy early in life, in accord- 
ance with the custom of that age and thus 
settling him in a career of ranking noble of 
France. The matchmaking mothers and fath- 
ers of the day were not averse to the hand- 
some Lafayette with his flaming red head, 
of commanding figure and pleasing feaures, 
clear hazel eyes and delicately formed chin 
and mouth. Young Lafayette, like any normal] 
youngster of 13, French or otherwise, had 
the supreme contempt of his years for ‘‘girls’’ 
and looked on all this planning as nonsense. 

Perhaps, deep in his heart, he cherished a 
dream of a fair lady that should enter his 
life ushered by love and not by expediency. 
Alas, poor youth, as to Many another, his 
wealth was his barrier to romance—at least 
before marriage. 

The good relatives would not desist at 
“Gilbert’s remonstrances.’’ They proceeded 
with their search for a suitable party and 
soon found one in 12-year-old Adrienne de 
Noailles, good, pretty, amiable, one of the 
‘five daughters of the Duke d*Ayen, marshal 
of the armies of the king. He was delighted 
with the prospect. But when he veer eet. At 
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loved it, lived it, and painted it because 
he loved it. An.old $60 a month Cow- 
puncher lived to see his paintings bring 
as high as $15,000, and. now there is no 
telling what they will bring. He is just 
starting in to be great now. To have 
known Charley and just sit down and 
listened to him was the greatest remem- 
brance of any one’s life who had had 
that pleasure. I never met a person 
vet that ever heard him that didn't say 
he was the greatest story teller they 
ever listened to. If he could have just 
sit on the stage and told his stories, 
most of his own experiences up in Mon- 
tana in the days gone by, why he would 
have been as big a success as he was as 
an Artist. No matter at what party 
and who was present, why no one would 
dare take up a minute of the time with 
any of their stories. It was always 
Charley that everyone was wanting to 
hear.

He seems to be a 
good boy, but with no one to guide him, no 
one to look after his fortune and hold him 
from extravagance. and foolishness, without 
a near relative, and with his character as 
yet unformed and uncertain, our daughter’s 
marriage to him is out of the question, and 
I will not agree to it.” 

What next happened is best told by 
de Lafayette herself in after years. She 
writes: ‘‘My mother persisted for several 
months in her refusal, but my father was not 
discouraged and, as one: of his friends ob- 
served to him that my mother had gone too 
far ever to change her mind, he did justice 
to her straightforwardness even in the midst 
of his anger against her. ‘You do not know 
Mme, d’Ayen,’ he said, ‘however far she may 
have gone, you will see that she will give way 
like a child if you prove to her that she is 
in the wrong; but, on the other hand, she 
will never yield if she does not see her mis- 
take.’ 

“Accordingly, when she was told that her 
daughter would not leave her during the first 
years of her marriage, and that it would 
only be celebrated at the end of two years, 
after M. de Lafayette had finished his edu- 
cation, she accepted him whom she cherished 
ever after as the most tenderly beloved son, 
whom she valued from the first moment that 
she became acquainted with him, and who 
alone could have sustained the strength of 
my heart after having lost her. 

“It was some time after my mothe 
sent that I was spoken of to M. de Lafayette 
toward whom I was already attracted by 
feeble forerunners of that deep and tneder 
affection which every day has united as 
more and more in the midst of all the vicis- 
situdes of this life, in the midst of the. bléss- 
ings and misfortunes which have filled it for 
the last 24 years. 

“With what pleasures I learned that for 
more than a year my mother had looked upon 
him and loved him as a son! She told me all 
the good she had heard with regard to him, 
all she thought of him herself, and I saw 
that he already felt for her that filial affec- 
tion which was to be the blessing of my life. 
She tried to calm my poor, weak brain, 
which was overexcited by the importance of 
the coming event. She taught me to pray—- 
she prayed herself—for the blessings of 
heaven on my future happiness. As I had the 
happiness of remaining with her, my only 
feelings were those of deep emotion. I was 
then 14%.” 

The duke kept his promise. He took the 
boy in hand, had him live in his own home, 
the stately, old-time Noailles mansion in the 
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heart of Paris, and sent him in time to the - 


Academy of Versailles until he secured a 
commission in the king’s own regiment, the 
Black Musketeers, upon whose very exclusive 
roster of cadets his grandfather had entered 
his name when he was but a lad. Before he 


became an officer he served for a time at . 


the court as a page to the lovely, the vola- 
tile and the hapless: Marie Antoinette in 
those golden days of her reign and before 
the shadow of the guillotine had begun to 
cast their gloom about her path. 

The atmosphere of the court was a school 
to the patriotic soul of Lafayette. He early 
learned that human liberty was not a flower 
that blossomed in the garden of royalties 
and his free spirit rebelled against the sham, 
the pretense and the vices of that gay court 
before. the hour of the French revolution. 


However, it performed another task for him — 


—he became a man of the world, as it were. 
Youth and innocence are flowers that, too, 
do not flourish in such air. So when the hour 
came for the marriage planned by his rela- 
tives to the lovely Adrienne, though of boy’s 
age, he was a man in his knowledge of the 
world. 

There is no doubt but that it was not a 
love marriage per se. Children of 14 and 16 
are not capable of grande passions. Esteem 
they had for each other, yes, and they were 
not uncongenial. But love and romance were 
to one at\er their wee on April 11, 1774.

Little Adrienne answered the call of youth 
and rejoiced in the gayety and pleasure. But 
even then Lafayette was of sterner stuff., He 
leaned rather toward the discussion of liberty 
and the rights of men the advance wave of 
which had begun to break on royal France 
and which was fanned to the blaze of the 
French revolution by the news of the heroic 
stand of the thirteen American colonies in 
the name of sacred freedom herself against 
the tyrannies of the English king. None lis- 
tened more eagerly than he to the reports 
that came of the opening of that historic 
struggle that like Salemis and the Battle of 
Hastings was to turn the current of history 
itself.

“Whereas the Marquis de Lafayette, 
of his great zeal to the cause of liberty, in 
which the United States are engaged, has 
left his family and connections, and, at his 
own expense, come over to offer his services 
to the United States, without pension or 
particular allowance, is anxious to risk his 
life in our course, therefore: Resolved that 
his services be accepted, and that, in consid- 
eration of his zeal, illustrious family and con- 
nections, he have the rank and commission of 
major general in the army 
States.’’ 

What of Adrienne all this while? She was 
a lonely girl wife with small children at her 
knees in constant correspondence with her 
valiant boy husband, cheering him on in his 
efforts for liberty. Their love had been 
sweetened and intensified by distance. For 
them as for other lovers distance made their 
hearts grow fonder. 

Yorktown came and with it came a fur- 
lough for the gallant Maj. Gen. Lafayette 
now 24 years old which meant that he could 
return to his Adrienne and his children once 
more. 

Lafayette went home to receive an ova- 
tion. It was different his returning as one 
of the victors who had humbled the proud 
English lion in the dust instead of being a 
runaway boy intent on aiding a few struggling 
adherents of liberty. The very relatives and 
friends who had opposed his going were the 
first to greet him with cheers on his return. 
But he had eyes only for Adrienne now in the 
full flower of her young beauty and the little 
ones at her side. The king conferred on him 
the unheard of honors of appointing him a 
marshal of France at 24! 

In 1784 Lafayette found his hunger to see 
Washington, his hero and his idol, once more. 
The general had written to Mme. de Lafay- 
ette and implored her to come to America 
with her distinguished young husband and 
pay them a visit at Mount Vernon. But Mme. 
Latay ette was a home body and would not go, 
although she sent Lafayette off on this holi- 
day trip with her blessings. America _ re- 
ceived him with acclaim and Washington 
enjoyed to the full the happy days Lafayette 
spent with him at Mount Vernon. Then they 
parted in January 1785, never to meet again 
although their correspondence continued to 
the very day af Washington’s death. 

But in the years between that time and 
1799 France writhed in the throes of revo- 
lution and Lafayette found himself in prison 
on the Rhine. Afterward he was removed 
to Olmutz, a fortress town of Moravis in Cen- 

tral Austria, where he languished for years. 

The news filtered through to his dungeon 
that the devoted Adrienne had been arrested 
by the revolutionists, her estates confiscated 
and that her life and those of her children 
were in danger. But she was not idle... Al- 
though she did not know where Lafayette 
was imprisoned she wrote to Washington 
begging him to intercede with the powers of 
Europe for her husband’s releas 

It was not in vain this appeal. The Ameri- 
can Minister, Gouverneur Morris, of New 
York, was sent back to America because 
he had too much sympathy with the victims 
of French “‘liberty.’’ As he went he fired a 
Parthian shot at the bloodthirsty ‘“‘Commit- 
tee of Safety’? which undoubtedly saved her 
life: “If you kill the wife of Lafayette,’’ 

‘warned the intrepid Morris, “‘all the enemies 
of the Republic and of popular liberty will 
rejoice; you will make America hostile, and 
justify England in her slanders against you.”’ 

Then, suddenly, came a revolt against the 
leaders, a8 one party in France rose against 
the other. On January 22, 1795, the prison 
doors were opened and Mme. Lafayette was 
set free. She rushed to Chavaniac, which 
had been bought in for her by one of her 
friends, gathered her children together and 
_ sent her son George Washington’ Lafayette 
‘to his namesake in America. 

Then she discovered her husband’s. prison 
and, helped on her journey by the American 
consuls in the various towns by means of a 
private letter from Washington, got to Vienna 
and besought the emperor for one favor only 
—the privilege of sited her husband's 
mnie: 
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barely eighteen when he 
table the story of the im- 
stand of the Lexington farmers. In 
his ears echoed the shots that were heard 
round the world. He was.so excited over the 
tale that he spoke out impulsively, “I will 
help. them fight for freedom. 1 will join 


The resolution formed at. that dinner was 
the beginning of a new period in his life for 
Lafayette. Back he went to Adrienne and 
poured his eager tale in her ears. He must 
zo, Liberty was his first love and dear as Is 
wife had grown to him, he must be true to 
his own soul. 

Adrienne looked at him. Whatever he felt 
she had learned to love him truly. Romance 
had. blossomed in both their hearts and now 
was this beautiful thing to be ventured in a 
mad journey beyond the seas to unknown 
dangers and for a country not his own. 

‘God wills that you should go,’’ she said. 
“Tf have prayed for guidance and strength. 
Whatever others think, you shall not be 
blamed.’”’ 

A noble answer from a noble woman. And 
America owes her a meed of gratitude for 
her sacrifice. for the coming of this 19-year- 
old French nobleman as a volunteer for free- 
dom to her in her struggle was the psycholog- 
ical touch that contributed greatly to her ulti- 
mate victory and provided the stimulus of 
morale to Washington afid his generals that 
nerved their good right arms to mi hty 
deeds. 

Space does not permit the full recital of 
how Lafayette, burning with lofty desire to 
help, outwitted his relatives’ opposition and 
attempt to restrain him; how he came to 
America and received scant courtesy at first 
from the Continental Congress sitting at 
Philadelphia, and whose leaders thought they | 
had not time to fool with runaway boys, even 
boys With such noble intentions, and laughed 
at his spirited claim of the. post of major 
general in the American army promised him 
by a good natured American commissioner in 
Paris. 

But they grew more respectful when La- 
fayette wrote a letter to the Congress in 
which he stated ‘that he now, asked but two 
favors at their hands: “First,’ ‘that I serve 
without pay and at my own ‘expense: and, 
the other, that I be allowed to serve at first 
as a volunteer.”’ 

The generous spirit, the lofty devotion to 
liberty in this act convinced even the hardest. 
headed member and Lafayette was accepted 
and Congress in July 1, 4007, passed this 
memorable resolution:

She was in bed; ‘had 
been for months; but she was just as 
cheerful. I told her I would see her 
this fall when I came back, and tried 
to cheer her up in the usual dumb way 
we have of doing those things. She said 
I wouldn’t. She says, ““But+I will meet 
you.” Well, she will certainly keep her 
end of the bargain. Just think of a 
little, frail, gray-haired woman who had 
spent her life with a wild west show, 
remaining in your memory as being just 
about the most perfect thing you ever 
saw besides your own Mother. One 
was a Faker on the stage. One was 
a Cowpuncher. One was the greatest 
single attraction the outdoor show 
world has ever produced, yet they all 
lived so their personal lives as well as 
their Professional ones will remain an 
everlasting credit to their various pro- 
fessions. So it’s wh: it you are, and not 
what you are in, that makes vou.

In peace—comparative at least, for tho 
troublous times Lafayette passed his middle 
age, farming on his place in Auvergne. Then 
came a blow that was well nigh insurmount- 
mer Adrienne fell ill, the indirect result #e 
her terrible prison experiences in Paris and at 
Olmutz. On Christmas eve, 1807, she died. 
Her portrait, in a medallion, hung ever after 
about his neck. The anniversary of her death 
was always spent by him as a solitary amd 
sacred occasion. , 

And the world cherishes this faithfal 
woman’s story all the more because linked 
with it was that of a man who had truly 
earned the noble title of “‘The Knight of 
Liberty.”

Naturally, at Thanksgiving time our 
thoughts turn to thé turkey, the king of the 
feast, and then we think of historic Center 
market, where hundreds of fine birds will be 
offered for sale next weék. 

At The Post radio hour over WRC on Mon- 
day night I told the boys and girls who 
tuned in some facts about the history of Cen- 
ter market. For the benefit of those who 
do not own radios, some of the matter given 
over the radio is printed today. It was in 
the form of a talk with the Oldest Inhabitant, 
a fiction character who goes on these little 
journeys with your editor. 

I was walking through the aisles of Center 
market Monday morning when I heard some 
one say: “Good morning. Are you looking 
for your Thanksgiving turkey?” 


‘Not as yet,’’ I answered. laughingly; “‘but 
I will be in a few days.” 

It was the Oldest Inhabitant. The dear 
old gentleman was in a pensive mood. “I 
came here to go through this historic build- 
ing once more, now a decree has said It 
must g£0.”’ 

“Its history dates back to the old Marsh 
market, formerly on this spot, and covers 
practically the entire time that Washington 
has been a city. Many distinguished men 
did their marketing in person here, among 
them Presidents Lincoln, Buchanan and 
Grant. I remember other notable figures 
also, among them Daniel Webster, who loved 
to gelect the delicacies for his bountiful ta- 
ble. .I can see him now standing at his fa- 
vorite fruit stand, a picturesque sight in blue 
coat with gilt buttons, white cravat, carefully 
pressed trousers and bright yellow gloves. 
Often I met Gen. Winfleld Scott here, a giant 
of a man, 6 feet 4 inches tall, picking out his 
terrapin of which he was very fond. He al- 
ways bought his oysters by the barrel. 

‘It is busy hefe every day but Sunday,” I 
ventured. 

‘Yos, but in the old days Sunday markets 
were held,’’ declared the Oldest Inhabitant, 
glad of the opportunity to furnish a titbit of 
unusual information. 

“The good people of the town began agita- 
tion to do away with Sunday markets at Cen- 
ter market as carly as 1813. The Center 
market then, as now, had the reputation of 
being the best market in the city and it was 
thought that if Sunday markets were stopped 
there, the other markets of the city would 
follow suit. 

“After a few years the rule of no Sunday 
markets was made but some people who still 
wanted to market on that day patronized a 
market which was established at the south 
end of the Navy Yard bridge beyond the juris- 
diction of the city council.’’ 

The present Center market building dates 
back to about 1864, when the walls were 


butlt. It’s progress was slow because of lack 


of funds, but it gradually took form and for 
Many years has been a favorite shopping 
ground for housewives and others anxious to 
socure fresh fruits, meats and vegetables for 
their tables. Much of the food served at the 
White House is purchased there.
